Summary of Aetus from the Far East. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices from this port by the present mail extend to the 
Dec. 2nd. The French mail from London Oct. 10 arrived out 
on the 29th Nov., one day early. The Japan Herald contains the 
following items of news :— , 

It is said that Fuoca Kutchi, Acting Minister of War, has 
resigned, and that three companies of Satsuma troops have, with- 
out leave, taken themselves off. Much agitation and dissatis- 
faction prevail in consequence it is said, of the abandonment of 
the project of the Korean campaign. Many Satsuma officials 
have also resigned their employments under the Government. 
From these indications it would appear that this powerful clan 
is disaffected towards the Government. 

On Nov. 20, Viscount San Januario, Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of Portugal to Japan, was pre- 
sented to the Mikado by the Japanese Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, his Excellency being the first Portuguese Representative 
that has ever been presented here. An address was delivered 
by the Viscount, who subsequently presented hisletter of credence 
in a neat silver box, surmounted by the Royal arms of Portugal. 
When the Minister delivered the letter to his Majesty, the Sec- 
retary of Legation, Mr. Mesnier, handed the box to one of the 
Japanese Ministers. His Majesty replied to the address in a 
short speech expressive of his desire that the friendship between 
Portugal and Japan may be long continued. The Minister 
afterwards presented separately to his Majesty the gentlemen 
of his statf:—Mr, P. G. Mesnier, Secretary of Legation, Mr. A. 
C. Moraes da Carvalho, Attache, and Mr. E. Loureiro, Consul 
for Portugal. (Mr. Loureiro has since been promoted to the 
rank of Consul General in Japan). In the evening the Japanese 
Minister for Foreign Affairs entertained the members of the 
Portuguese Legatiou at dinner. 

A meeting of the Asiatic Society of Japan was held on the 
26th November at the Grand Hotel—the Rev. Dr. Brown, V.P., 
in the chair. The following gentlemen were announced as new 
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members :—Messrs. M. von Brandt, T. Walsh, H. Wilkinson, G.

An amateur dramatic entertainment has been given at the 
German Club by several of the members. There was a large 
audience, the theatre being crowded, and the performance was 
highly successful. The English amateurs have given a perform- 
ance at the Gaiety, to a very full house. 

A foot race has been run between Sergeant Potts and Corporal 
Pinder, of the Marines. Captain Walsh was the starter, and 
Dr. Caldwell referee. The distance was 100 yards, for $25 aside. 
Two false starts were made, when finally the sergeant got away 
some three yards in advance of his man, winning easily by ten 
yards. Time, 12 secs. 

- On the 25th November the Mikado, accompanied by Arisu- 
wa no Mia and Higashi Fushimi no Mia, and attended by the 
inister for War and several others, proceeded to the Kai-gun- 

sho, for the purpose of inspecting the reserve force of seamen 

quartered on shore, and to witness their evolutions and ma- 
nceeuvres with boats manned and armed. His Majesty was re- 
ceived at the entrance gate by the officials of the Naval Depart- 
ment, and escorted to the place prepared for him, from which to 
witness the review. On his arrival a battery of Marine Ar- 
tillery saluted him with twenty-one guns, and a guard of honour 
of Marine Infantry presented arms. A division of boats, con- 
sisting of two launches and four cutters, were drawn up in line, 
in the basin recently made at the Kai-gun-sho, and tossed oars 
to his Majesty as he approached. They then formed column of 
sub-divisions and prepared to attack the enemy. A brisk fire 
was kept up and a series of evolutions were performed, actin 

-by signal from the senior officer’s boat ; after which they forme 
into line, and the signal to land was made. The landing was 
effected with great rapidity and activity. A supposed enemy’s 
fort was stormed and captured, and the men re-embarked. The 
review then wound up with an exciting boat race, the boats being 
manned and armed. His Majesty then proceeded to the Nav 

College, where he partock of luncheon, after which he proceeded 

to inspect the College. He was received by the cadets, who 

were drawn up in two lines, and was saluted by them with 
twenty-one guns from their field battery. 

The English Naval Officers, at present lent as Instructors 
from the British Navy, were presented to his Majesty, who 
warmly complimented Commander Douglas and the other officers 
upon the diligence and efficiency which they had displayed in 
serhbben out their duties at the College. His Majesty then 
minutely inspected all the classes, and the Cadets at their seaman- 








ship and gunnery instructions, expressing himself much pleased 
with the progress they seemed to be making, particularly at gun- 
drill. e day’s proceedings concluded with a review in the 
large drill ground opposite the Naval College of the Imperial 
Marine Forces. | 

The College at present has under instruction 130 cadets, of 
whom 64 are being educated as lieutenants, 17 for navigating 
Lieutenants, 36 for engineers, and 13 in ship-building. ere 
is attached to the College a training-ship and small steamer for 
the instruction of engineers, who also have the use of a factory 
in the dockyard. 

The Japan Gazette has the following :—It appears that at a 
meeting of the creditors of the estate of Glover and Co., held on 
the 1st ult., the sum offered by the Gaimusho, or department of 
Foreign Affairs, was accepted. This would transfer the share of 
Glover and Co. in the mine, together with all the machinery 
thereon, to the Japanese for $400,000.. A lease of half of the 
mine was given to Glover and Co. in June,1868 ; the other half, 
owned by Hizen, is now held by the Kobusho, or de ent of 
Public Works. It is rumoured that the creditors will not realise 
more than from 30 to 35 per cent. by this sale. 


NAGASAKI. 

The Vagasaki Gazette mentions a visit by the P.M.S. Oregonian 
to Kagosima, to land a number of Satsuma soldiers. The pas- 
sengers were not allowed to go ashore, none but the captain 
having the privilege, as it is not an open port. The harbour is 
said to be very spacious and beautiful. Smoke was observed to 
be issuing from a couple of volcanoes near by. It is rumoured 
that this important place, which is much larger than Nagasaki, 
will soon be opened to direct foreign intercourse and commerce 
between Kagosima and Nagasaki. The Express refers to the 
frequent discoveries of new rocks, and advocates a re-survey of 
the Japanese coast, reference being made for information to the 
fishermen, who have several times been found aware of dangers 
on which foreign ships have come to grief.

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 5th 
Dec. ; the P. and O. mail from London Oct. 17 arrived out on 
the 2nd Dec. The following items of news are from the Vorth 
China Herald :— 


As we anticipated, the electors on the French Concession de- 
cline to allow their Bund to be spoiled. A memorial has been 
presented to the Consul-General, asking him to call a meeting 
at the earliest possible moment, to discuss the question. The 
document bears 105 signatures, constituting a majority. We 
are glad to see that the English Municipal Council are also 
moving in the matter, but hear that some hesitation is felt by 
the Treaty Consuls about taking collective action. The opinion 
seems to be entertained that the Council should address the 
Consul of the party offending. We cannot agree ; it seems to 
us that a representative body should naturally take action ina 
matter affecting common interests. However, if the contrary 
view is held, it remains of course for the Council to act in ac- 
cordance with the suggestion made. And while attention is 
being given to these official niceties, the erection of the wharf 
goes on. It is a pity someone cannot see a way to interfere. 

Some valuable reports have been collected by Mr. Barnes, and 
handed in to the Chamber of Commerce, regarding the: condition 
of the river. While some of the contributors differ on points of 
detail, all agree that the channel is deteriorating—except Ca 
tain Russell, who only notes a less depth on the bar, ss fe 
says, ‘may or not be permanent.” os | 

The following document is posted outside the offices of the 
Chinese Merchants Steam Navigation Company :— 

“A Proclamation by Li, Viceroy of Chihli, &c., for general informa- 
tion. Whereas, under the cognizance uf the Throne, atymy instance, a 
Board has been established to invite merchants to run steamers, ag an 
experiment, for the transport of the Grain Tribute, and at the same 
time for freight and passenger traffic between the ports—the head office 
being at Shanghai, with branches for the furtherance of these objects 
at Tientsin, Canton, Hong Kong, Foochow, Hankow, Kiukiang, Chin- 
kiang, Ningpo, Yen-tae, and Newchang. And whereas Chinese mer- 
chant craft should properly pay dues at the old established Maritime 
Custom-houses, but license has been obtained from the superintendents 
of those custom-houses to allow steamers and sailing vessels of foreign 
build, on changing to the Chinese flag, for greater convenience and 
economy to pass their goods through the New Maritime Customs, and 
pay according to the foreign scale, which system has been communi- 
cated to the Tsungli Yamen and carried into effect by the said Board. 
And whereas Chinese merchants, living as they do at vurious distances 
from the ports, may not all be acquainted with the facts. 

This Proclamation is issued to let all merchants know that, as to 
merchandise shipped by the C.M.S.N. Co.—if the shipper carries on 
business within the Concession, the duties must be paid at the New 
Maritime Customs, if without the Concession, the duties demanded at 
every Imperial Barrier and Lekin Station must as heretofore be paid. 
Any wilful infringement of this, with the intention of evading duties, 
will subject the goods to confiscation and the trader to rigorous pun- 
ishment according to law. Let all obey with trembling.” 

In the case of the Agra Bank v. Olyphant and Co. judgment 
has been delivered in the U.S. Consular Court in favour of the 
defendants. Notice of appeal was given on their behalf. 

A Kiukiang correspondent writes that neither foreigners nor 
natives have yet heard or seen anything of the proclamation 
supposed to have been issued by the Taoutai, at the instance of 
Mr. Mayers. We may, therefore, reasonably conclude that it 
has not been issued, or if issued at all, in such a way that it 
will not become generally known. Proclamations relative to 
commerce or concerning merchants generally, if intended to 
have effect, are usually posted at the old Custom-house (Native) 
and at the Foreign Customs, but nothing of the kind has made 
its appearance yet. The correspondent continues— 

“As regards inward transit traffic in foreign hands, I don’t see what 
local merchants have to complain of, as none have hitherto done any 
transit business, nor have they attempted it since the visit. Chinese 
have not ventured to apply for passes covering goods paying by weight 
to Kiangsi, nor are they likely to until they see that such foreign-owned 
goods go by Wu-cheng safely. Until some British merchant tries to 
send inland Straits produce or metals, it is impossible to say whether 
the visit has done any guod. I think had this been tried even prior to 
the visit the goods would not have been stopped ; but it was never 
once attempted, or if it was, and the goods were stopped, the merchants 
were too indifferent to supply Consuls with data to lodge a claim.” 

A letter has been sent fromthe Chairman of the Great 
Northern Telegraph Company at Copenhagen to the Shanghai 
Chamber of Commerce, which holds out a prospect of measures 
being taken to prevent the constant interruptions that now 
occur on the Coast. What these changes are to be is not in- 
dicated, but we presume seeboarg 2 the weight of the cable in 
exposed parts will be a prominent feature. 

A fact worthy of note is that a dredging machine is now at 
work in the Hwangpoo. It was built by Messrs. Boyd and Co., 
Pootung, and is destined for use on the Grand Canal, but pre- 
paratory to being sent there it is being successfully tried in the 
soc ants of the C. M.S. N. Co.’s Wharf, on the Pootung 

ore. 
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We have been chiefly intent on amusements since the last | 
mail left.

The same evening the Scottish residents 
held their annual Saint Andrew’s dinner, with all the usual cir- 
cumstances of speech, song and toddy. The Ist and 2nd of 
December were devoted to athletic sports, which went off suc- 
ceasfully. The weather was fine, spurt good, and spectators 
numerous. The bands of the Jron Duk» and artford each con- 
tributed a quota towards the proceedings. The committee are 
to be congratulated on having arranged a successful meeting. 
In the evening M. Remusat gave a concert in the Masonic-hall, 
with the aid of several amateur musicians. 

The prizes won at the late Volunteer Rifle Meeting wéte pre- 
sented by Admiral Shadwell on Dec. Ist. There was a fair 
muster of Volunteers at the parade ordered for the occasion ; 
and a number of ladies shed the light of their countenance on 
the proceedings. The presentation took place on the cricket 
ground during an interval between the sports. 

It will be remembered that in sober last a murder was 
committed in the Settlement, the victim being a Mrs. Amelia 
Harris, a native of the Cape de Verde Islands, and the wife of 
John Harris, a West Indian, employed at the gasworks. The 
husband and wife lived apart, the former in a house in the 
Peking-road, and the wife renting a small Chinese house in 
Tiendong-road, Hongkew, where he occasionally visited her. On 
the night of Oct. 24th the Chinese residents of the next houses 
on either side heard a disturbance going on in Mrs. Harris’s. It 
did not seem to attract special notice, but next morning the body 
of the murdered woman was found lying beneath the staircase. 
The room in which the murder was committed was quite un- 
furnished, containing nothing but a large empty bath. The 
upper apartment, which deceased usually occupied, was well 
furnished, and it did not appear to have been at all disarranged. 
On the table was found some crochet work and a needle, and 
the bed was undisturbed. The husband of the deceased was 
apprehended on suspicion, and on Nov. 28th he was tried in the 
Supreme Court before Sir E. Hornby for wilful murder. The 
evidence against him was, however, purely circumstantial, and 
the jury under the direction of the judge returned a verdict of 
“not guilty.” 


HONG KONG.

The premises, plant, stock, &c., of the Hong Kong Distillery 
a ag | were put to public auction, and were eventually 
bought in by Mr. G. B. Fulesaer. on behalf of the mortgagee, 
for the sum of $51,500. | 

We understand that the sale of Mr. Pirkis’s porcelain went 
off remarkably well. There was a very large attendance of the 
leading residents, and some of the pieces went at high prices. 
A pair of “ pilgrim bottles” went for $20, a centre vase fetched 
over $60, and a small bottle, blue and white, about 9 inches 
high, obtained $12. Some of the plates fetched $8, and other 
prices were in proportion. 

Saturday's (/uzette invites tenders for farming the stone quarries 
for 1874, contains a notification of a newly-discovered danger at 
the entrance of the Straits of Bab-el-mandeb, notes the conditions 
of applications for passage brokers’ licenses, and states that the 
rates for the ensuing year will be as follows :—Police, 72 per 
cent.; Fire Brigade, # per cent.; Lighting, 14 per cent.; and 
Water, 2 per cent., making a total of 12 per cent. on the house 
property in the colony.

The judgment is based upon the principle set forth 
in “Storey on Agency” that a master a ship, or other agent, has 
no power to bind by a receipt for goods as delivered, which, in

We regret to note the death of Mr. E. J. Sage, which occurred 
on the Ist Dec. He was Acting Consul for the United States at 
this port for a portion of the year 1865, a position which he 
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filled with dignity and ability. He was an old resident of China, 
having resided in the East for more than twenty years. He was 
universally respected for his courteous and dignitied deportment, 
for his integrity and arromg | bearing in all the relations of life. 
a prudence and sagacity he had amassed a handsome fortune. 
The Flags of the American and Russian Consulates, of the 
American shipping in port, and of the Canton and Macao Steain- 
boat Company, of which he was a director, were at half-mast 
during the day. 

The s.s. United Service arrived from Hainan, It would there- 
fore seem that the interest at one time felt in the possible open- 
ing of a port in that island has not altogether died out, as her 
Chinese consignees are not likely to have let her call there unless 
some business was to be done. 
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PHILIPPINES.

: _. MANILA. 

We have received the following items by the present mail :— 
The subscriptions collected at Manila for the relief of the sufferers 
from the hurricanes in October last amounted to %3,519, so far 
as was known at that date ; the number of vessels lost amount to 
fourteen, and those damaged to seventeen, all of which, judeing 
from their names, are Spanish. There are many other vessels, 
including a steamer, the Pus/y. The Manila Jockey Club are 
making preparations for the races there, which are to come off at 
the end of February or the beginning of March next, and are to 
last three days. The Manila Comercio states that there is creat 
animation amongst the members of the Jockey Club and racing 
amateurs there, and that the spring races of 1874 will be the 
most animated ones that have come off yet. 

An extraordinary lottery drawing will take place at Manila, 
for which, says the local Drurio, 15,004) tickets at $20 each, and 
divided into tenths, have been distributed. The largest prize 
will be for $50,000, and the next largest for 825,000, The sume 
journal says that the second largest prize obtainable during the 
November drawing fell to an artillery licutenant serving in the 
Philippines. Up to the 23rd November 1,200 tickets for the 
December drawing had been forwarded to China,

Slight shocks of earthquake were felt on the 14th and Lith, 
accompanied by subterraneous rumblings. 

The official reports from the provinces are of but little interest 
to the general reader. The ravages of small-pox, outbreaks vf 
fevers, and damage caused by rain, flood, and storm, are duly 
chronicled, Remarkable offences and casualties are drily men- 
tioned, with circumstance, name, date, wud place, cireumstantially 
given, but seldom with full particulars, as may be seen from the 
following extracts :— 

Isabela, Oct. 31.—The Under Governor of Cabagan reports, under 
date the 30th inst. that an alligator has devoured a woman in the 


Cagayan river. 

Isabela, Nov. 7.—The Under Governor of Hagan reports, under date 
the 29th ultimo, that at about one p.m. eleven butfuloes, male and 
female, have been killed by a thunderbolt, no accidents to persons hav- 
ing happened. 

Zambales, Oct. 31.—The Under Governor of Alaminos-reports to his 
superiors, under date the 26th instant, that one Nicholas de Castro, 
when playing at es of chance at Polit in that district, killed a lame 
man with whom he was gambling ; the magistrate of the province is 
making inquiries into the matter. : 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
Dates by this mail extend to the 18th Dec. ; the P. and O, mail 


from London Nov. 14 arrived out on the 16th Dec. The follow- 
ing items are from the Straits Times :— 


The topic of principal public interest in this part of the world 
just now is the war with Atchin, We are unable, however, to 
give any information regarding it, the only news that has 
reached here being that the Dutch forces landed on the 9th 
Dec., after but light resistance, and had established themselves 
on shore. The point selected for landing was, we understand, 
where they were least expected, and consequently the Atchinese 
were, so far, taken by surprise. News of further operations of 
the opposing armies is anxiously expected ; but as no British 
man-of-war accompanies the expedition, the public are dependent 
entirely upon Dutch official sources for information, and can, 
therefore, learn only what it suits the invaders to make public. 
The reports of the ravages of cholera among the expeditionary 
force were much overdrawn, as only seventy-seven cases occurred 
in the entire force, from the time of leaving Batavia until reach- 
ing Atchin. 

e case of the Glenlyon, reported by last P. and O. mail, has 
raised the question of the propriety of allowing passengers to 
be carried on deck at all.” The Court of Inquiry into the matter 
at Hong Kong drew attention to the deck-passenger question in 
a mild way, but it has been taken up here in earnest, and we 
understand the result will be the passing of a local Ordinance 
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prohibiting the passenger traftic altogether in vessels not having 
available accommodation below in case of bad weather. This is 
not only desirable, but is rendered absolutely necessary for the 
safety of the passengers, if not of ship and cargo, on many of 
the vessels now carrying Chinese deck passengers ; and now 
that, instead of the clumsy, slow-sailing junks that a few years 
ago did the greater part of the Chinese passenger trade, and the 
saa sailing but scarcely less comfortable European sailing 
ships that superseded them, the coolies now go by steamers 
running almost daily, some of which are fitted especially for the 
traffic—there is little fear that such an Ordinance will seriously 
affect the labour supply, while it will be sure to benetit the 
coolies by providing them with a safer and more comfortable 
means of transit. 

The cattle murrain, which appears to be a mild form of the 
foot and mouth disease, still prevails here, and in consequence 
all the carts used in the town are drawn by coolies—even to the 
heavy water-carts—and beef and milk are almost unobtainable, 
and even when procurable are looked upon with great suspicion. 
Owing to this there has been an unusual demand for mutton 
and poultry—dealers in which are reaping a harvest—and coolie 
labour is ata high premium. It is considered by no means ex- 
travagant just now fora Singapore street coolie—at no time 
over modest—to demand fifty or sixty cents for a couple of 
hours’ work. Fortunately for the public, this state of things is 
not likely to last long ; the cattle disease, though it has for the 
time disabled all the bullocks, has not proved very fatal in its 
effects, and the majority of them are said to be recovering 
from it. 

The Chinese community have during the past year been re- 
markably quiet, probably having discovered that they would not 
enjoy immunity as formerly from the consequences of riots. The 
Teo Chew, Macao, and Hylam tribes have held their annual reli- 
gious procession, which this year was a very long and showy one, 
and a great success, The Hokien tribe hold their triennial pro- 
cession on the 22nd December, and this, from all accounts, will 
be a very grand affair, and well worth seeing. 

There has been no meeting of the Legislative Council since the 
arrival in the colony of Sir Andrew Clarke, and, as a private 
telegram announces that Earl Kimberley has accepted the resig- 
nation of the unofficial members, some curiosity is felt as to what 
will be the result, there being little probability that their places 
will be readily filled. The estimates for the ensuing year have 
not yet been passed, but we presume no t harm will result 
in this instance should they be allowed to lie over a little longer, 
and we do not imagine the Council will be called together at this 
late day, at least for business, 

Our Java advices report the destruction by fire of another 
coal ship, the Vehulennia, bound to Java. The frequent recwer- 
rence of such disasters in the Indian Ocean, which have caused, 
within the last few months, the total destruction of four or five 
ships, proves that all the researches of science have as yet failed 
to satisfactorily account for the causes of these horrors, or to 
afford the means of prevention. Shipmasters, and many others 
who have had long experience in the coal carrying trade, enter- 
tain serious doubts as to the utility of ventilators, at one time 
deemed so essential to coal ships, it being said that, by supplying 
air to the smouldering cargo, they assist in the very destruction 
they are designed to prevent. It is urgent, in the interests of 
humanity, that some means should be devised to prevent these 
disasters, and the exposure to the double perils of fire and flood 
of all on board of coal ships, especially on long voyages. 

Numerous addresses have been presented to his Majesty the 
King of Siam on the occasion of his coronation. The most in- 
teresting are the two sent by Sir Andrew Clarke and the Singa- 

re Chamber of Commerce, and his Majesty’s replies thereto. 

he addresses are couched in most appropriate language, and the 
terms of the King’s replies show that the important and grow- 
ing trade between this colony and Siam is duly appreciated, and 
that every care will be taken to foster and encourage it. 

There is at last a prospect that the Chindrass Gold Mine will 
shortly be in a position to prove its capabilities beyond the 
eae | of further doubt. The quartz crushing machine, so 
long and anxiously awaited by the shareholders, has at last 
arrived in Singapore from Australia, and will, without doubt, 
be shipped off to Malacca and set up at the mine as soon as 
practicable. 

Singapore, after all its excitement about the proposed abolition 
of the municipality, did not manifest much interest in the late 
election of a municipal commissioner. Mr. Tan Seng Poh, the 
retiring member of the board, was elected for the ensuing three 

ears, though the number of votes ee was very small. Ma- 
acca was not so fortunate, as out of one hundred and twenty- 
six qualified voters only thirteen votes were polled, two candi- 
dates getting three votes each, three others two votes each, and 
the sixth one vote ; the election was, therefore, a failure. 

Batavia papers of the 27th Nov. state that cholera at that 
date was abating at that city, but was spreading at Tangerang, 
and had broken out in Bantam and the Preanger. The disease 
was on the increase at Samarang, and was then still prevailing 
in the Lampongs. It had been officially announced that out of 
1,288 persons attacked by cholera at Palembang 567 died. The 
reported cases of cholora in Batavia on the 26th Nov., of all 
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classes, under treatment, amounted to twenty-nine, six of whom 
recovered and eight died, leaving fifteen cases uncertain. This 
does not include cases at Meester Cornelis, Buitenzore or Tange- 
rang; at which plaves it is more prevalent than at Batavia it- 
self. 

The Jehang, the third of the steamers built at home for the 
China Navigation Company and brought out ri Suez Canal, 
arrived at Tanjong Pagar Wharf on Dee. 7th, having left Lon- 
don on Oct. 18th. She is commanded by Captain Pexton, pretty 
well known here as former master of the Cleator, who also 
brought out the Pekin, the first of the steamers. We understand 
the /chang may possibly have to remain here some time, as it is 
considered hazardous for a vessel of her build to attempt the 
voyage of the China sea against a strong head monsoon. 

The contractor for the erection of the North Sands light-house 
is about to make another essay to carry out the work. The 
barque Elizabeth has been engaged by Goverment for the use 
of the contractor’s engineer and workmen, and after taking the 
iron on board at the naval coal depot on Pulo Brani, left for 
Malacca, being towed down by the Colonial steamer Pluto. It 
is earnestly to be hoped that the present attempt will prove 
successful, if the erection of a halite owes there be at all practi- 
cable—which many nautical men seriously doubt. 

H.M.S. Ifdyge, Captain Grant, has arrived from Penang, 
where she has been busy for some time past in endeavouring to 
put a stop to the piracies which have of late made the waters in 
that neighbourhood so unsafe for native craft. She will very 
probably be replaced for a time at Penang by H.M.S. Thalia. 

The British steamer Cheops, Captain Jarman, from London 
16th October, vw Suez Canal, has arrived with reinforcements 
for the regiments stationed here and in China. 

The Portuguese corvette Due de Palmella, Captain Da Silva, 
anchored in the roads, and saluted the British flag, the salute 
being returned from Fort Canning. The Duc de Pa!mella comes 
from Macao, and is on her way home wa Suez Canal.

IMPORTS. 

CHEFOO.—Measrs. Wilson, Cornabé, and Co.'s Circular, dated Dec. 
Ist, says :—During the month under review we have had an active 
demand for 8} lb. Grey Shirtings, and a large business has been trans- 
acted at Tls. 1.94 per piece. As we close, however, the enquiry seems 
somewhat weaker. Almost nothing has been done in Drills, T-Cloths, 
or Fancy Cottons. It Woollens we have nu change to record. Metals : 
For Nail Rod Iron we have had a good enquiry ; other kinds of Iron 
have not been so much wanted. For Lead the demand has been 
trifling, and transactions show no improvement on last rates. 

Hankow.—Only a moderate business had been done. An improved 
demand for “8}]bs. Grey Shirtings, which existed during the earlier 
part of the fortnight, bad of late subsided, and with the exception of 
Jeans there was no improvement in other kinds of goods. Grey Shirt- 
ings: 84]bs. were fairly active for some days after departure of last 
mail,t but latterly there had been less doing. Prices at the close slightly 
higher, and a small sale of Eagles reported as high as Tls.2.1. Of 
19 lbs., some 2,000 pieces had found buyers at an advance of from two 
to three candareens. 7 lbs. in moderate request at former rates, but in 
6 lbs. nothing done. White Shirtings: Firm, with an uward tendency. 
Jeans: A few taken at an advance of some five candareens, but de- 
mand limited. Fancy Cottons: Moderate business in Damasks, Dyed 
Brocades, Gentian Shirtings, and Gentian Drills. Woollens and 
Worsteds—Long Ells : Inquiry had not been so good, and rates were 
unchanged, except for Scarlet, which were five candereens higher. 
Camlets and Spanish Stripes : Larger business doing at fully previous 
rates. Figured Orleans: Settlements had fallen off considerably, and 
total sales for the fortnight only 600 pieces ; rates unchanged. Metals: 
No business reported, and prices nominally jas last advised. 

SHANGHAI.—Cottons : The business of the fortnight had been of a 
trifling nature, buyers for the Northern markets having supplied their 
wants for the season, while demand for the river ports had been un- 
usually light. At the annual meeting of the members of the Chamber 
of Commerce attention was specially drawn to the injurious influence 
in the importing trade which excessive sizing and mildew in Plain 
Cottons was causing. The evil was admitted to be very general, and 
hopes were expressed that remedies might be adopted, to save the trade 
from the discredit and loss now attending it. The stock of Grey 
Shirtings had been reduced to a small compass, but there seemed to be 
no disposition to speculate, and market rates were weak. White Shirt- 
ings were also in very small stock and in few hands; holders looked 
confidently for a rise in value by Chinese New Year. T-Cloths, Drills, 
Jeans and Sheetings, continued in the same unsatisfactory state as last 
reported. Fancy Cottons: For the last steamers bound north there 
had been a good demand for Gentian Shirtings, Cotton Lastings, and 
some descriptions of Chintzes, but the market at the close was very 
quiet. Turkey Red Cambrics had been taken tua fair extent for Japan. 
Woollens.—Scarlet Long Ells continued to attract the attention of 
the dealers, but they were slow to respond to the advanced de- 
mands of the few holders. Other descriptious of Woollen and 
Worsted Fabrics met with slender inquiry. . Metals.—Nail Rod 
Iron: There was no actual business to report, and the position 
of importers and dealers, in: the absence of transactions, re- 
mained unaltered. Lead: A furthet advance had occurred, the 
last sale being at Tls. 6.30 per, L.B. Holders were firm for still 
higher rates, which will in all probability be obtained when the natives 
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are compelled to make purchases for the next Tea season. It is well 
known that there are no stocks in the various Tea districts, 

Foocuow.—The steamer with the advices from this port had not 
reached Hong Kong when the present mail left. 

Hoxa Konc.—The] greatest dulness had prevailed in this market 
during the interval, and importers found it almost impossible to dis- 

of their stocks. The dealers were only buying to satiefy their 
immediate wants, aud these were remarkably small, owing to the de- 
pression of trade in the interior. Rice: Under the influence of pur- 
chases by foreigners for India and Europe, values had advanced and a 
general rise of 10 to 15 cents per picul was reported. Imported grain 
had been bought but sparingly by natives, as the yield from their own 
crops was said to be ample for their wants. 

Canton.—Lead was again slightly lower, on account of the absence 
of any demand. There had been no sales during the fortnight, and 
‘stocks were estimated at 2,000 piculs common, and 200 piculs W.B. 
Quotations for common, $9 to 9.10, and W.B. $9.20 to 9.40 Quick- 
silver was quoted at $170 to 172, but at this price was not wanted. 

Bayakok.—The market for Piece Guods had been fairly active, and 
prices were steady at about former quotations. Best makes of T-Cloths 
oe in good inquiry, while Yarns, both grey and coloured, were out of 

avour. 

Batavis.—The market had presented no new feature of interest. 
‘Complete stagnation in nearly every description of Cotton manufactures 
‘continued to prevail; dealers had given up offering to buy under the 
current tariff and in the existing dulness they were not desirous to 
purchase much for delivery under the reduced duties, though some few 
transactions had already taken place on this condition. The rainy 
season had fairly set in and this also tended to interrupt business. 

SincGaPpore.— Messrs. Boustead and Co.’s circular says :—The arrivals 
with general. cargoes are the steamers Sarpedon and Deucalion from 
Liverpool], and Cheops, Atalanta, and Braemar Castle from London. A 
moderate business has been done in Piece Goods during the past fort- 
night. Stocks are light, and latterly importers have become firmer, 
and are now asking higher prices for some descriptions of Grey Goods. 
39 in. Grey Shirtings: Considerable sales of 8} lbs. effected at $2.40 to 
2.424, and the market is now firmer, most importers holding for $2.424 
to 2.45 ; 7 Ibe. saleable at $2 to 2.024 to a small extent ; 6 Ibs. neg- 
lected and prices nominal at $1.80 to 1.824. 45inch have met with no 
inquiry. 32 inch T-Cloths: 7 lbs. dull at $1.65 to 1.70 for ordinary. 
Mexicans in better request at $1.874 to 1.90 ; 6 lbs. in good inquiry at 
$1.50 and now scarce. Seles of 5 Ibs. at $1.25 to 1.274. Light weights 
in rather more inquiry ; sales of 4 Ibs. at $1.024 to 1.074. 40's Grey 
Yarn in small supply, and moderate clearances effected at $120 to 122. 
30's scarce but little wanted ; 18/24’s in more inquiry for small lots. 
Coloured Yarn: Favourite chops of T. R. Yarn out of stock. Sales of 
full weight ordinary quality at $144; 10 Ibs. bundles wanted. Dark 
and Medium Green Yarn saleable to a small extent at $82 to 85, and 
light Green at $81 to 83. Orange continues in moderate request ; Im- 
perial Red and Yellow are dull of sale. Woollens: Camlets in small 
demand at $19 to 20 for assortments. Lastings in occasional inqui 
forf both Black and Assorted. Long Ells: Scarlet out of stock and bot 
9 Ibs. and 12 Ibs. are wanted. Scarlet Bombazetts neglected. Metals: 
Iron steady {and with a better inquiry for some descriptions, prices 
rather firmer. Lead continues quite nominal in value, there being 
none here, and no late sales have transpired ; recent China advices have 
been favourable and prices have rather an upward tendency ; L.B. is 
worth about $7 to 7}. 

PrENnaNnG.—The market had been very dull both for staples and other 
goods. Very few transactions had taken place, and quotations generally 
were unchanged.

CaNnToN.—Mesars. Deacon and Cv.’s Report says :—We have again 
had but a small business during the fortnight. Settlements show a 
«reduction on previous prices, and Teamen are far more willing sellers 
than they were a month ago, buyers, however, are only supplying 
themselves for special wants, and evince no desire to operate largely. 
Canton District Congous: A few hundred boxes have been taken, 
which clears our stock of anything desirable. Scented Teas: Trans- 
actions in Scented Orange Pekoes have been of no importance, 
although we can quote a reduction of quite Tls. 2 per picul on the few 
sales made. Fine and finest descriptions are not to be had, and it is 
said that at present natives cannot remuneratively prepare them for 
this market. In the absence of desirable quality there is hardly any- 
thing doing in Scented Capers. Stock is composed chiefly of glazed 
description, which is so much out of favour in the London market. 
Canton Greens : Some business has been passing in Gunpowders for 
the American and Australian markets. We summarise sales, with 
prices, as follows :—Canton District Congous, 600 boxes, at Tls. 18 to 
22}; Scented Orange Pekoe, 3,000 boxes, at Tls. 14 to 22; Scented 
Caper, 600 boxes, at Tls. 18; Canton Greens, Gunpowder, 1,400 boxes 
at Tis. 15 to 25.

SHanaHal.—Important settlements by several continental firms early 
in the fortnight gave a stimulus to business, causing an advance in 
values generally at Tls. 5 to 10, prior to the despatch of last mail. 
Since then, however, the demand had subsided, only small settlements 
of irregular descriptions, aggregating 800 bales, having been made. 
Holders continued to show much firmness, and for anything with a 
known chop were asking still higher rates. Settlements for the pust 
fortnight, Chinas. 3,200 bales. Total settlements since Ist June, 44,700 
bales ; against 1872, 44,800 bales; 1871, 40,000 bales. Comparative 
unsold stock on this market 4th December, 1873, 5,000 bales ; 1872, 
4,000 to 4,500 bales ; 1871, 4,500 bales. 

Canton.—The fortnight had again been one of inactivity, and there 
was no change to report in the position of this article. With so small 
a business doing a decline in prices ought to result ; but so far native 
dealers continued wonderfully firm, and the fact that really good Silk of 
the different classes was short in stock, both here and in the country, 
tended to strengthen them in theirdemands. Stock computed at 1,200 
bales Tsatlee, 200 bales Loongkong, 150 bales Cumchuck and Lacklow, 
200 bales Kowkong, and 300 bales of inferior sorts.

THE WAR IN SUMATRA. 

PENANG, JAN. 10.—Advices received here from an independent reliable 
source announce that the Dutch troops have captured the Mosque. 
They have erected twelve large guns and four mortars wherewith they 
are shelling the Kraton. It is expected that the city will fall shortly. 
The health of the troops is improving. 

PENANG, JAN. 12.—Intelligence received here from Atchin announces 
that the Dutch troops, before capturing the Mosque, were twice re- 
pulsed, with a loss of 240 killed and wounded, including twelve offi- 
cers. The Atchinese made a most desperate and determined resistance. 

Tae Hacue, Jan. 12.—The Government has received an official 
despatch to-day from General Van Swicten, dated Penang, Jan. 11th, 
announcing that the Dutch troops have bombarded the Kraton and 
Missigit, and have taken the latter position by assault. The defence 
made by the Atchinese was desperate, as they had been excited by 
absurd reports respecting the intentions of the Dutch. The Dutch 
losses were seventeen killed and 197 wounded, the greater part slightly. 
Notwithstanding their losses they gained a great success. The bume 
bardment of. the Kraton has only produced an insignificant effect up to 
the present, as the enemy has guvd iron-vlad defensive works. The 
Dutch are now approaching this position by sap, and will throw up a 
breaching battery. Half a brigade of the reserve has been brought 
from Padang. The health of the troops has improved. In the expe- 
dition against Pedier the Dutch only lost nine wounded. 

THE Hacvr, Jax. 14.—The Government has received a despatch 
from Lieutenant-General Van Swieten, dated the 9th inst., in which he 
says : ‘ Our troops continue strengthening their position at Missigit 
and constructing batteries.” 

PENANG, JAN. 16.—According to the latest reports from Atchin the 
Dutch troops have captured the outer forts of the Kraton, and have 
cut off the communication between the Atchinese in the Kraton and 
the interior. The losses sustained by the Dutch in the operations are 
not yet known. 

TuHE HaovE, Jan. 17.—The Government has to-day received an official 
despatch from Penang, dated the 16th inst., announcing that General 
Van Swieten has taken the important strategical line from the Missigit 
to Kotapotioct, with a loss of seventeen wounded. All the communi- 
cations of the Atchinese in the Kraton ure now cut off, as the principal 
gate of the Kraton on the river side is barricaded, and the Dutch com- 
mand the place from the position of Kotapotioct. The Atchinese dis- 
play immense energy in their resistance. The Dutch cannot carry on 
their siege works without frequent engagements. Nevertheless, they 
are constantly successful, and the early capture of the Kraton is ex- 
pected, although it will be an undertaking fraught with danger. An 
emissary, bearing letters to the Sultan, has been assassinated in the 
Kraton. 

PENANG, Jan. 17.—Intelligence received here from Atchin to the 12th 
inst. announces that the Dutch had commenced bombarding the Kra- 
ton, and would storm the place when practicable breaches had been 
effected. Another native chief had espoused the Atchinese cause, re- 
fusing to remain neutral, although the Dutch offered to suspend their 
blockade of his territory, Two thousand Atchinese had attacked the 
Dutch head-quarters from the rear, the greater portion of the Dutch 
troops being absent at the time. The Atchinese were, however, re- 

ulsed. }

HaMBeura, Jan. 6. 

Last year a great deal was said about the impending revision of the 
Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Prussia and China, but 
the negotiations were delayed by the expediency of giving the German 
Chambers of Commerce an opportunity of expressing their wishes on 
the subject, and making suggestions with regard to the instructions to 
be sent out to the Plenipotentiary at Peking. Then came the Audience 
question, and it was deemed desirable to postpone the negotiations for 
the new treaty till its settlement. That having now been happily ac- 
complished to the satisfaction of the European Powers, there are no 
more difficulties in the way ; and the Foreign-office at Berlin have been 
turning their serious attention to the subject with a view to lose no 
more time, but commence the negotiations as speedily as possible. The 
instructions for the Plenipotentiary at Peking have been drawn up by 
the Prince-Chancellor, and would have been sent out by the last mail 
had not the late illness of the Emperor prevented him from attending 
to business for some time ; but now that his health is improving daily, 
it is understood that the instructions are to go out either by this or 
the next mail. All these new treaties with Asiatic countries are of 
course concluded in the name of the Empire of Germany, and super- 
sede those made by Prussia in 1862 and 1863. Thus the commercial 
and political regeneration of Germany will be felt and acknowledged 
by the most distant countries in the world. 

The standing committees of the Foderal Council for trade, puutic 
communications and monetary matters have been deliberating un the 
next steps to be taken for the further introduction of the new cur- 
rency, and have come to the conclusion : 1, that it is expedient to fur- 
nish the South German States immediately with as large a quantity as 
possible of the new silver coins of one mark, to enable them to call in 
the old coins now in circulation ; 2, to supply preferentially the South 
German States and the two Grand Duchies of Mecklenburg with the 
twenty-pfénnig pieces now ready for distribution, reserving, however, 
what is wanted for the requirements of the kingdom of Saxony and 
the city of Lubeck ; 3, to admit the preferential claims of Lubeck and 
Mecklenburg in the distribution of the five and ten-pfennig picces ; and 
4, to include among the coin to be first put out of circulation the half- 
florin and six-kreuzer pieces current in South Germany, and also the 
Mecklenburg schillings. 

Amongst the new measures that came into operatiun on the 1st inst. 
is the law of the 28th June last year for the registration and nomina- 
tion of vessels belonging to the German mercantile navy, and entitled 
to sail under the national flag. Fifty cubic metres of gross tonnage. 
are to be taken in sailing ships to be equal to twenty-two tons of 1,000 
kilogrammes each, and in steamers fifteen tons, according to their cer- 
tificates of measurement and the register. The alteration of the name 
of a once registered vessel can only be permitted in special cases, and 
under the most exceptional circumstances. All applications must be 
made to the Chancellor of the Empire, who will decide if the circum- 
stances justify him in making an exception. Hamburg shipowners 
may apply to the Department of Trade and Navigation in this city, who 
Every vesse! entered in 
the register must have its name conspicuously painted on each of her 
bows, and also on her stern, with the port she hails from. They mnst 
be painted in Roman letters of a light colour on a dark ground ; the 
height of the letters for vessels under 300 cubic metres is fixed at 5 
centimers at the least, 7 centim. for vessels from 300 to 1,000 cub. 
met., and above 1,000 metres at least 10 centim. The width of the 
letters must be in proportion, and at least one-fifth of the height. The’ 
captains of vessels not complying with these regulations are liable to a 
fine of 150 reichs marks, and the harbour-master in every German 
port is bound to give notice of such cases of contravention. Vessels 
fitted out for whaling and other deep-sea and distant fisheries, as well 
as tuga, are all included in the above regulations. Steam tugs employed 
exclusively on the Elbe are, however, exempted from the necessity of 
being entered in the register, either as having a tonnage of Icss than 
50 cub. met. or as not coming under the denomination of sca-going 
vessels ; but for the sake of a proper control, they must be reported to. 
the harbour-master, who will furnish them with a special number, 
which must be fastened in a conspicuous part of the deck according to 
his directions. Contraventions are punishable by a fine of 18 imperial 
marks.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
: RoTterDaM, Jan. 14. 
The result of the election of a member of the Second Chamber at 
‘Gonda was a great surprise to the Liberal party. It seemed that 
there was not the lesst chance of beating the Conservative party in 
this ultra-Tory district, but nevertheless the Liberal—or, rather, Radical 
—candidate, Mr. Van der Loeff, received an equal share of votes with 
the Protestant orthodox, Dr. A. Kuyper, so that another poll must take 
lace. The now very weak Radical party in the Second Chamber will 
enormously strengthened if Mr. v. d. Loeff should be returned. This 
election is the one political item of news. The First Chamber have 
met, it is true, but their discussions have not been in the leaat inte- 
resting. The members have already told their grievances in the “ sec- 
tion reports,” and of course they have nothing to add to them, and, 
moreover, the favourable news which has been received about 
the operations of our army in Atchin will stifle opposition in 
the debate upon the Estimates. The papers publish sume curious 
correspondence between Commander Van Swieten and the Sul- 
tan of Atchin, by which the General sought, but in vain, to win 
the confidence of the Sultan. Great conplaints are made in the papers 
about the very cruel manner in which our troops carry on their war- 
fare. It is stated that General Van Swieten is himself in favour of 
humane principles, but nevertheless it seem that some of our officers 
find pleasure in burning Kampong and in shooting natives. 
The newspapers are still freely discussing the “decoration” of the 
Radja Boerha Noedien. The Handelsblud defends the Government on 
“the plea that the Radja had made the condition that he should receive 
the Cross of the Military Order if he succeeded in his mission. The 
-leading Opposition paper, however, tells the story that he had to ab- 
scond from Batavia because it was proved that the information which 
he gave the Java Government turned out to be totally false. The 
public is very anxious to know whether this statement is true. The 
same paper assures us that the Ministry will recall the Governor-Ge- 
neral, Mr. Loudon, and substitute Mr. Van Bosse, whilst Mr. Fransen 
Van de Putte will take the post of lieutenant-governor. I give these 
rumours for what they are worth, and it is quite possible that they 
-may be purginventions. 
The First Chamber have finished the general discussion upon the 
‘estimates for 1874, and Chapters II. and III. of the Budget have been 
carried. To-day the debate upon the department of justice was 
‘ opened. The discussion has been anything but interesting, and con- 
tained nothing new except the statement of the Minister of the Finan- 
- cial Department that the actual receipts showed a favourable balance 
of eight millions over the estimated revenue for 1873. 
According to the statistical returns of the Department of Home 
Affairs the total population of the Netherlands amounted, on the 31st 
- af December, 1872, to 3,674,402. 
News of any kind is very scanty, and I have no items of any interest 
to report. Our financial condition remains unaltered ; there is plenty 
‘ df money ready for investment, but a great lack of confidence on the 
part of the public. 
I regret to record the death of Professor Suringar, G.C.B. He died 
: at Leiden at the age of seventy-one years.

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TEA ADULTERATION. 
(THE TIMES.) 

An interesting correspondence which was communicated last week 
by the Home Office to the Vestry of Marylebone shows, that there 
is another aspect of the matter which cannot be left out of con- 
sideration. The Vestry, like many other bodies of the same class, had 
memorialised the Board of Trade, suggesting the propriety of taking 
measures for preventing the importation of adulterated food. In reply, 
the Home Office forwards two reports from the Commissioners of Cus- 
toms to the Treasury on the subject—the one sent in something more 
than two years ago, and the other about three weeks since. The tone 
of these reports is strongly adverse to the assumption of any such re- 
sponsibility by the Government as had been demanded by the aggrieved 
retailers. Sir Thomas Fremantle and his colleagues expressed a very 
strong opinion that the existing staff of the Customs was neither ade- 
quate in point of numbers nor competent in point of knowledge to 
make such an examination of imported Tea and similar articles as 
would with a certainty detect and exclude spurious products. This 
cannot be denied ; but it is urged on the other hand that the staff ma 
be increased and supplemented by a body of professional analysts ; an 
if the duty of the Government to guarantee the purity of imported 
articles be conceded, the expense will not be allowed to stand in the 
way. A more serious objection is that the necessary interference 
with the trade consequent on the establishment of any system of 
inspection in bond would deal a blow at British commerce by diverting 
from our porta the large quantity of Tea, amounting on the average to 
more than 30,000,000 lb. per annum, which is intended to be re-exported, 
and which, if delayed or exposed to the risk of confiscation, would be 
certainly warehoused by preference in foreign countries. We confess 
we do not think much of the difficulty of deciding what is and what is 
not adulterated Tea ; a few simple rules could be easily drawn up for 
the guidance of inspectors or analysts, which would protect ‘“ gunpow- 
der,” green Teas, or “‘orange-scented Pekve” against the penalties 
which would rightly attach to ‘Lie Tea.’ In fact, it appears to us 
that the commercial argument against inspection is the only one which 
deserves consideration. The Commissioners of Customs, in their second 
Report, evidently feel that the extensive powers for the suppression of 
adulteration now intrusted to the Local Government Board relieve 
them from a very onerous reponsibility ; and, doubtless, if the inspec- 
tion of imported Teas and similar articles of food should be made com- 
pulsory, it will be most effectively conducted by officers trained in the 
ari of analysis, and subject to the rule of Mr. Stansfeld’s department. 
We find little ditiiculty in agreeing with the Marylebone Vestry in the 
suggestion that “the Government might frame regulations which 
would protect the public to a very great extent and prevent in a great 
measure the delivery from the Customs of adulterated Tea and other pro- 
duce.” Only, when such regulations are being considered, their effect on 
the import trade must be taken into account. In the meantime we ma 
hint that the retail dealers, however innocent of the offences for whic 
they have been prosecuted and punished, may easily clear their characters 
by declining to deal with wholesale featienbants who will not guarantee 
the purity of the article they supply. The wholesale merchants have 
both in China and at home abundant opportunities of ascertaining 
whether the produce they sell is genuine or not. If they sell adulter- 
ated produce, they do so knowingly, or with that crass negligence 
which the law considers equally culpable with wilful wrong. The 
public, too, may protect themselves by insisting, wherever it is possible, 
on a guarantee, and by exacting without flinching the penalties that 
have been enacted for the repression of this wicked sort of dishonesty. 


MR. BABER’'S REPORT ON CAMPHOR. 

In areportfrom Acting Vice-Consul Baber on foreign trade at Tamsuy, 
Formosa, in China, for the year 1872, speaking of camphor, he mentions 
that the trees which produce this valuable article are not found within 
the district marked on maps of Formosa as Chinese territory. They 
occur only within the country of the aborigines, or upon the immediate 
border. The manufacture of camphor necessitates the destruction 
of the trees, which are never replanted ; as the country becomes 
denuded the aborigines recede, and the Chinese effect a correspond- 
ing encroachment. As a consequence the border country is in a 
continual state of disturbance, and fearful outrages are committed by 
both sides on every opportunity. A naval officer, who lately returned 
from an expedition into the interior, informed the Vice-Consul that on 
entering the hut of one of the aborigines he was shown six Chinese 

ueues hanging behind the door (the possession of a queue indicating 
the previous capture of a head), and in another place he passed a 

rty who were feasting in honour of a newly-taken head. On the 
ew occasions when they have been visited by foreigners the aborigines 
have shown a disposition to be friendly, but with the Chinese 
it is a veritable “war to the knife.” The system which produced 
this state of things may be judged of by the following incident :—A 
member of a local foreign hong lately paid a visit to the camphor district 
near San-koh-ying, and on entering a hut belonging to one of the large 
dealers found two aborigines confined in the interior. He was informed, 
in answer to his inquiries, that the captives had been induced to meet 
a [body of camphor-dealers, with the object of coming to an agree- 
ment about the purchase of certain trees, and as they had refused to 
agree to the terms proposed by the Chinese, they had been plied with 
sam-shu and then seized and bound. If they did not yield they would 
certainly be killed ; but it was expected they would yield. This is a 
good example of Chinese views on the subject of “ opening up & 
country.” It is not generally known that the authority of the nave 
officials is scarcely recognised by the Chinese in these distr The 
Emperor's “ writ does not run on the border.”

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THE ANTHROPOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 

At the last meeting of the Anthropological Society, Prof. Busk, Pre- 
sident, in the chair, a paper was read entitled, “ Ethnological Data 
from the Annals of the Elder Han,” Part I., translated by Mr. A. Wylie, 
of S hai, with an Introduction by Mr. H. H. Howorth. It was 
stated that the Imperial Chinese annals of the various dynasties, which 
are as yet almost untouched, are distinguished by the extreme accuracy 
of their details, and in them is to be found a minute account of the 
intercourse of China with its neighbours, reaching back in contemporary 
annals to at least the second century B.c. The series of Chinese annals 
begins properly with those of the Han dynasty, which reigned from 
about 202 B.c. to about 220 a.D. That was the golden prime of Chinese 
history, when the empire reached its furthest limits, when Buddhism 
was introduced, and when a great literature flourished. During the 
dynasty of Cheou, the old Imperial unity had been invaded by the 
creation of various feudatories, who became almost independent. It 
was the aim of the immediate predecessors of the Han dynasty to de- 
stroy those feudatories, and to restore the unity of the Empire; and 
to effect that purpose, all the ancient ‘books and histories were ordered 
to be burnt. The annals in the present communication contain an ac- 
count of the numerous conquests from the date of the Elder Han, and 
embrace the history and migrations of a large portion of the peoples of 
central and eastern Asia. 


THE RECALL OF THE JAPANESE STUDENTS. 

In a letter addressed to The Times a “ Recent Resident in Yedo” 
replies to a “Japanese Student” upon the subject of the Japanese 
Government, and their recent ordert with reference to the students. This 

ndent says that the circumstances may perhaps be explained by 
the fact that the Japanese Government is desirous of centralising the 
education of the rising generation in Japan. He goes on to say, “In 
Yedo there are now several educational institutions under the manage- 
ment of the Japanese Government, and to these are attached a staff of 
highly paid professors, chiefly young Englishmen, who have been for 
the most part selected for their proficiency in different branches of the 
science and learning of the West. It is, therefore, one may imagine, 
thought hardly worth while to keep up this expensive staff of pro- 
fessors, and at the same time send those whom they are engaged to 
teach out of the country to receive an education abroad, when it could 
be as well done at home. This motive has, I suppose, led to the recall 
of a large number of Japanese students by their Government. It isa 
pity, as, though the substitution of one system of education for another 
is plausible, the result will not be the same. The Japanese in his own 
country is very quick and apt at acquiring a smattering of sciences, 
and, quite satisfied with this, a few months, in his opinion, sufficing 
for what requires years of hard labour and study. Abroad, he sees 
how deficient he is, and strives hard, often with success, to overcome 
hia deficiency. At home he knows his acquirements are far ahead of 
most of his fellows, sufficient to entitle him to Governmeat employ- 
ment, and he is satisfied. The Japanese should from experience know 
the advantage of a European education, as some of the best men they 
have are those who, under extreme difficulty and discouragement, spent 
several years in acquiring a knowledge of European government, man- 
ners, and science. But Japan is a country in which the experience of 
ages has suddenly become next to useless, and it is found difficult, in 
education as in everything else, to acquire new. _It is, therefore, con- 
stantly trying new things, systems, or persons, hoping to find the right. 
It may eventually do so; but as long as its institutious remain so un- 
stable, it must not expect to excel.” 


MURDER OF M. GARNIER. 

The X/X e. Stecle announces that one of the most distinguished officers 
of the French Navy, M. F. Garnier, has been assassinated by the Chinese 
of Tonquin. He was accompanied by Lieutenant Balmy, who appears 
to have met with the same fate. This melancholy intelligence was 
transmitted to the Geographical Society of France by Admiral de la 
Ronciere Le Noury, who received it by telegraph from Admiral Dupré. 
In the absence of circumstantial details, Admiral de la Ronciere read a 
letter dated previously to the sad event, which had been addressed to 
him by one of his correspondents in Indo-China. From this letter it 
would appear that M. Garnier was in the month of November last en- 

ed in an expedition in Tonquin, his object being to enforce the 
ties by expelling from the country a Frenchman who had supplied 
arms to the people of Yunan. M. Garnier had captured a town and 
made prisoners, who are now on their way to France. It is possible 
that he fell in a subsequent engagement, but the telegram distinctly 
states that he was assassinated. On this point full details are expected 
to arrive on the 18th or 20th inst. M. Garnier was only thirty-five years 
of age, having been born at St. Etienne on the 25th of July, 1839. 
Appointed a midshipman in 1860, he was attached in the same year to 
the staff of Admiral Charner, and in that capacity he made the cam- 
igns of China and Cochin-China. Three years later he was appointed 
pector of Native Affairs, and soon after he published a pamphlet in 
which he propounded an elaborate scheme for an exploring expedition 
into the interior of Indo-China, with a view to the opening up of com- 
mercial communications between Southern China and the French pos- 
sessions. M. de Chasseloup, at that time Minister of Marine, nominated 
a scientific commission to carry out this expedition, the importance of 
which he fully appreciated. On the 5th of June, 1866, an expedition, 
under the command of Captain de Lagrée, and comprising among other 
officers Lieutenant Garnier, left Sai-Gon, went up the river Me-Kong, 
explored Indo-China, and proceeded as faras Yunan. After the death 
of hig chief, Lieutenant Garnier assumed the command of the expedi- 
tion, Wah he brought back to Saigon, along the Blue River. This 
voyage of . tion, one of the most important which has been ac- 
complished in ent century, occupied two years and a few days.

Riterature, 
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New Japan, the Land of the Rising Sun ; its Annals during the 
Past Twenty Years (Recording the Remarkable Progress of 
the Japanese in Western Civilisation). By Samuel Moss- 
man. (With Map.) John Murray. 

Under the above title, in thirty very valuable chapters, we 
have an account of what has passed in Japan from 1853, the 
year when Commodore Perry cast anchor before Yedo, up to the 
present time. When we call to mind what that kingdom was 
some twenty years ago, when we remember that her commerce 
with Western Powers was then limited to the handful of Hol- 
landers who resided on an artificial islet in the Bay of Nagasaki ; 
whereas, now she has an ironclad navy, a representative Chamber, 
and a public debt quoted at more than the issue-price on the 
Stock Exchange in London, we must admit that never, probably, 
since the world began, has a nation developed so rapidly or for 
two consecutive decades had so eventful a history to show. The 
story clearly is full of interest, crowded with episodes, and from 
the circumstance that we see in it how an ancient and complex 
feudalism crumbled at the touch of modern civilisation, the his- 
torical student and the devotees of progress, science, or trade, 
all will linger with equal curiosity over its pages. To treat such 
a subject well required ability, scholarship, and care. We are 
glad to be able to say of Mr. Mossman that he has proved him- 
self equal to his task. 

“The Land of the Rising Sun” is the poetic designation 
which the Japanese themselves apply to their group of islands 
(there are 3,850 of them, islets and rocks included). For this 
reason, as well as because a rising sun is the emblem of the na- 
tional flag, the term has been selected by Mr. Mossman as the 
alternative title of his book. In the five opening pe ee we 
have presented to usa very lucid and accurate history of the nego- 
tiations which terminated b bide tree the Shiogoon into definite 
treaty relations with the United States, Russia, Great Britain, 
and France. Then we come upon a few pages where a parallel 
is drawn between mediseval England and Japan, while her great 
Daimios were still unsubdued, the origin and hereditary rank of 
the Shiogoons are discussed, and the real status of the Mikado, 
as well as the position and power of the feudal nobility before the 
recent changes, are briefly examined and detined. Resuming his 
historical narrative in Chapter VII., the author gives us a com- 
plete and singularly impartial account of the various outrages, 
reprisals, and negotiations, which ended, after a great deal of 
bloodshed and a protracted insurrection, in the overthrow of the 
power of the Shiogoons, and the centralisation of the supreme 
control in the person of the Mikado at Yedo. If, along with the 
present work, we read the account of the usages and customs of

Japan, published some three or four years ago by Mr. Dickson, 
we shall seally obtain a knowledge of that country which would 
leave very little to be desired. Extremely interesting, for ex- 
ample, it is to trace the real causes which excited disgust in the 
Daimios against the Shiogoon’s power, provoking those struggles 
which only finally closed when the executive administration 
passed for ever from the hands of the Shiogoon. The fact is 
that the latter, and his retainers, between them monopolised the 
whole of the trade with foreigners, and the other Daimios could 

et no share. On page 271 we have a résumé of the unfortunate 
Soaccration of aboriginal graves by three Englishmen at Hako- 
dadi, and of the punishment which overtook their offence. We 
have always thought that these men were somewhat too severel 
dealt with, and we see nothing in Mr. Mossman’s version whic 
inclines us to alter our view. What they did they did for scien- 
tific objects, and not for any personal gain. It was a most ill- 
judged proceeding, and most serious in its consequences, but the 
wrong-doers ought not to have been treated quite so harshly as 
was actually the case. ; 

The Japanese retainers of a Daimio, when any serious affront 
is ee upon their lord or his family, will band themselves to- 
gether, to the number perhaps of twenty, sometimes 100—as 
fratres pirati, solemnly pledged, even at the sacrifice of their 
own lives, to take vengeance on the offender. They are very 
determined and very courageous, and this sort of blood-feud 
once established, the association one by one, or together, as the 
case may be, will seek to slay their victim. It was under a 
system of this sort that various desperate onslaughts have been 
made upon Europeans in Japan, and among the accounts of such 
enterprises which Mr. Mossman has inserted in his book there 
are some as thrilling as anything to be met with in romance. 
Thus, in July, 1861, an attempt was made to massacre the in- 
mates of the British Legation, and on the body of one of the 
assailants killed on the spot a paper was found declaring the 
object of the attack, and signed by fourteen names. The con- 
tents were as follows :-— 


“T, though I am a person of low degree, have not patience to 
stand by and see the Sacred Empire defiled by the foreigner. 
This time I have determined in my heart to follow out my 
masters will, Though, being altogether humble myself, I can- 
not make the might of the country to shine in foreign nations, 
yet, with a little faith and a bold warrior’s power, I wish in my 
heart, though Iam a person of low oe a to bestow upon my 
country one out of a great many benefits. If this thing from 
time to time may cause the foreigner to retire, and a tran- 
quillise both the minds of the “Mikado and Shiogoon, I shall 
take to,myself the highest praise. Regardless of my own life, 
I am determined to set out.’ 

This man’s master, who lived far away in Tsu-sima, an out- 
lying island, having been insulted by a Russian naval] captain, 
despatched his myrmidons to take vengeance thus on the British 

ecation. . 

We wish that we had greater space at our command to do 
justice to this entertaining book. It is of necessity more or 
less a compilation, based on documents which for the most part 
we all remember fairly well, and describing many events familiar 
to us already because they are within ourown recollection. But 
to say this is not to disparage. Mr. Mossman’s useful labours ; 
useful we may truly call them, for they furnish us in a handy 
convenient form withall the particulars which merchantsand others 
who are connected with Japan require to keep themselves in- 
formed about. It will, too, be most valuable in years to come 
as a trustworthy contemporary record of how the Japanese 
passed from despotism to government in a constitutional pattern. 

We cannot close this notice without complimenting the author 
on the clearness of his well-printed text, and also for his good 
sense in dividing his work into numbered consecutive paragraphs 
summarised at the opening of every chapter. This plan is in 
some respects more convenient than an index, but unfortunately 
it is so rarely adopted that we doubt whether we have seen it 
since we laid .our school-room manuals of history aside. 





“ What Chinese is it you want to learn, Sir?” was the ques- 
tion asked of. Mr..Wade, now H.M. Minister at Peking, and an 
accomplished sinologue, when more than a quarter of a century 
azo he presented himself as an aspiring and ambitious student 
to one of the then revered mesters of the language, who, in the 
pride of his exceptional eminence was by no means averse to 
mystification of the uninitiated. “ There is the language of the 
ancient classics, and the language of more modern books, and 
the Janguage of official documents, and the epistolary language, 
and the spoken language, of which there are numerous dialects ; 
now, which Chinese is it that you wish to begin with ?” * 
Overlooking the exaggerated character of the statement, there 
can be no doubt that this question, as Mr. Wade rightly says in 
the preface to his laborious, accurate and scholarly compilation, 
is the first that must be answered by anyone who aspires to 
learn Chinese. The experience of the past twenty years has 
demonstrated pretty clearly that for all ordinary practical 
purposes the most useful style or class of Chinese for the 
merchant, the Consular officer, or the Custom-house em-

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ployé, is the dialect known as Kuan-hua, commonly called 
the mandarin dialect, the colloquial medium of the official and 
educated classes throughout the length and breadth of the 
Empire, and the everyday-talk of perhaps four-fifths of the 
entire Chinese people. It is, therefore, not surprising that while 
handbooks on neat dialects are published at but rare intervals 
and appeal to limited circles, while philological discourses on the 
classics appear more frequently in Europe than in the Middle 
Kingdom, dictionaries, vocabularies, grammars, handbooks, exer- 
cises in mandarin dialect are constantly being issued from the

The unpretending little Handbook recently published at Shang- 
hai by Mr. Herbert A. Giles, of H.B.M.’s Consular Service, 
merely professes to be a collection (Dictionary is a somewhat 
ambitious phrase) of colloquial idioms in the mandarin dialect, 
and does not presume to offer itself as supplying a public want. 
To students of the official colloquial it is likely to be of some 
service, though we confess that we are somewhat puzzled to see 
a new candidate for public favour professing the same aim and 
occupying the same ground, sed longo intervallo, as Mr. Wade's 
admirable, idiomatic and amusing “ Eighteen Sections.” That 
Mr. Giles’s collection contains any valuable or useful idioms not 
to be found in Mr. Wade’s course we think is very doubtful 
but as the book is modest, unambitious, neatly printed, and of 
handy size and shape, we are inclined to welcome it, though we 
cannot but regard its issue as somewhat supererogatory. Mr. Giles 
professes to confine his collection of idions to Kuan-hua, the man- 
darin dialect, but we fancy that, possibly through inadvertence, 
possibly through reluctance to elace phrases which seemed ex- 
pressive and useful, many idioms have crept in which cannot be 
classed otherwise than as Peking patois, intelligible only in the 
northern capital and to northern men. It is ungracious tu seek out 
these phrases and drag them to the light of day,and we will merely 
content ourselves with pointing as examples to two phrases 
which occur on the first page of the manual and under the second 
word employed, z.¢.,add. The phrase “add it all up together” 
is translated by “ni yi kung hao yi ko ma ’rh,” the latter half of 
which is as pure a bit of Peking slang as ever came from the lips 
of a Tartar gutter gamin. So also, in the succeeding sentence, 
“add it up first,” the word “sha” is used in a sense familiar 
only to those accustomed to the peculiarities of Pekingese. As 
a collection of colloquialisms, ied with fair judgment, and 
arranged with creditable care, this little book may be of service 
to omnivorous students, and to such we recommend it, in the 
hope that by eggs it they may add to their vocabulary and 
pick up something new. 





The Mishmee Hills ; An Account of a Journey made in an At- 
tempt to Penetrate Thibet from Assam, to Open New Routes for 
Commerce. By T. T. Cooper, F.R.G.S. (Acting Political Agent at 
Bhamo). Illustrated. (Henry 8. King and Uo.)—In the new 
volume of travels which Mr. Cooper has issued under the above 
title he furnishes a pleasantly written account of Assam and 
the Assam tea trade, as well as of the manners and customs of 
the hill tribes which dwell thereabouts between the British 
frontier and Thibet. But there is also a good deal of matter to 
be found in the volume which will he attractive to the European 
community in China, and, indeed, to everyone who takes an in- 
terest in the question of an overland trade-route between British 
pove ol and the western provinces of the Celestial Empire. 

hus, the author, in describing the objects of his present journey, 
reminds us that ona previous occasion, after getting through 
China, he managed to reach Bathang, some 200 miles from 
Sudiya, the frontier post of northern Assam. Here he was 
stopped and turned back, owing partly to the jealousy of the 
Chinese, and partly to the intolerance of the Lamas; but not 
before he had come to the conclusion that the snow-clad moun- 
tains were so rugged that his projected trade-route would, 
under the most Tavourable circumstances, be impracticable. 
No long time after this failure Mr. Cooper formed the design of 
endeavouring to penetrate Thibet va Assam, hoping to evade 
the espionage of the Chinese, and to prepare the way for an 
extensive trade between our Indian tea-garden and Thibet. 
“China,” he tells us, “for many centuries has supplied Thibet 
with six or eight millions pounds of brick tea annually. This 
article being a necessary of life to the Thibetans, the Chinese 
Government, who hold the wholesale monopoly of the export 
tea-trade, have granted the retail monopoly to the Lama priests, 
who by this means hold the lay SH ReCen of Thibet at their 
mercy. Thus the Chinese protect their tea trade, and the Lama 
A their religious and political influence over the Thihetans. 

Isewhere in the book we find it pointed out thz‘ “there is 
little doubt but that our Assam tea-gardens ,vuld supply the 
whole of Thibet with brick tea. The yt < aim in life of the 
Thibetans seems to be to secure a,g374}. cy of tea ; and it is no 


cheap luxury, for the Lan The whdle of dhit igh km 
oars aye and sbwn in the western part of the province of 
i [oie has to be carried on men’s backs nearly 200 
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miles to Tatsianloo, the first Thibetan frontier town, and thence 
sixty days’ journey on 
at rupees one-and-a-half per pound.” Whereas tea from 
Assam could be laid down anywhere in Thibet at a price 
which would entirely shut out the Chinese article. Mr. 
Cooper’s project was, therefore, to get, if possible, into 
Thibet, and by introducing Assam tea there, to break down 
the monopolies of the Chinese and the Lamas. He strug- 
gled hard to succeed, but, as might be expected, he was 
not allowed to get further than one day’s journey from the 
South frontier of Thibet. At that point he was met by an 
emissary from the Thibetan authorities, who brought him orders 
to turn back, “ with a dog and a knife as an amicable present if 
he consented, but if he persevered in advancing it would be at 
the risk of encountering many such knives and wateh-dogs.” 
Sick, crippled, and unbefriended, he was therefore compelled to 
retrace his steps. 

There is one chapter in the narrative, of which an outline has 
thus been given, which contains the experiences of the writer, by 
no means inconsiderable, on the opium traffic and the effects of 
smoking opium. His remarks are of such a length that we can 
do no more than just touch upon them here, but Mr. Cooper 
clearly expresses his opinion that “there is some wisdom in a 
Government taking upon itself the monopoly of an article which 
is an actual necessary of life to its subjects (the Assamese).” He 
cannot that the indulgence in the drug should be put 
down with a strong hand ; and he says that if this were to be 
done in China, where one-half (?) the population are opium- 
smokers, “they would die of inanition, having no stimulants or 
Medicines to supply its place.” While he thus urges that it 
would be impossible suddenly to put a stop to the consumption, 
he contends that a confirmed opium smoker, if his supply is 
regular, is little affected by the indulgence unless it be carned to 
excess, He can beara much greater amount of fatigue than a 
man who does not smoke; and while smoking he can talk as 
rationally as a man who smokes a cigar. This latter assertion 
he grounds on his own personal experience, for he assures us that 
he frequently smoked opium himself. These are views which 
are somewhat opposed to our generally accepted notions on this 
subject, and they are not such as we can endorse without a more 
full discussion than we have space for here. But they are at 
any rate very interesting, and for that reason we have thought 
them worthy of reproduction. 

There is also another page in Mr. Cooper’s narrative to which 
‘we must needs refer, as it merits the attention of our laissez- 
fatre ye fs Minister, and his representative at the Court of 
Peking. en pointing out the policy proper to be pursued 
towards the hill tribes on our Indian frontiers, Mr. Cooper 
explains what he found to be the system followed by the Chinese 
Government for securing peace along their own borders. China 
with a western boundary of more than 600 miles yet manages to 
secure in the mountain clans along it complete protection against 
os dae from the west. This she effects by taking each 

leftain into her pay ; that is, conditionally on the good beha- 
viour of himself and his men, she confers on him a nominal rank, 
to which a trifling yearly stipend is attached. The chief is also 
furnished with an official dress, which he wears in the presence 
of all Chinese authorities, and he is allowed to visit the Court of 
Peking oncein five years, at his own expense, if he chooses, as amark 
of homage to the Emperor. Such visits are, however, properly 
discouraged by the Chinese officials, though the nominal privilege 
of being allowed to go to Peking is grateful to the pride of the 
barbarians, and makes them feel that, although subjects paying 
tribute, they are still persons of consequence, and allies of a 
powerful Empire. Mr. Cooper, when he penned the above re- 
marks, perhaps hardly knew their real significance. But those 
who have watched the so-called “ settlement” of the Audience 
Question may fittingly exclaim to Mr. Wade— 

mutato nomine dete, 
Fabula narratur. 

Chapter ITI. opens with an account of a discussion at a meet-

In the January number of Ocean Highways there appears, 
under the head of “ Aboriginal Savages of Formosa,” a sketch 
‘of the inhabitants of that island, which deserves more than a 
ec rua The writer of the paper in question is Mr. W. 

ampbell, a missionary of the English Presbyterian Church. 
He deactibien Po-sia, or Po-li-sa, as a large, beautiful, and well- 
watered plain lying in the heart of the great mountain range, 
which, running through the island, divides it into an eastern and 
western portion. There are two ways by which this place can 
be reached, but the route used by the writer was the one which 
is generally chosen. Proceeding directly north from Ka-gi to 
Toa-sia it was found necessary to take an armed escort, as the 
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territory of the Chay-hoan, or uncivilised aborogines, had to be 
Upon arrival at the Posia villages the traveller endea- 
voured to arrive at some estimate of the population, and from 
the results of enquiries made at twenty-nine villages he thinks 
that their numbers may be set down at about 6,000. On 
entering a village a visit was always paid to the school, 
where the foreigner soon e an object of curiosity 
and of (in nearly every case) kindly treatment. Mr. Campbell 
was enabled, through nes 8 store of quinine, to establish a 
reputation as a doctor, and he describes a visit paid to a chief, 
Arek, who, although at a distance, had heard of the fame of the 
foreign doctor, and sent messengers who were commissioned to 
bring the stranger with them. arrival Arek was found to be 
suffering from fever, and a good dose of quinine, together with 
some Liebeg’s extract of meat, was administered, which had a 
beneficial effect. The impression conveyed by this visit to 
Arek’s house does not appear to have been a very pleasing one, 
fot on rising early the next morning Mr. Campbell says the 
first thing that arrested his attention was a string of skulls 
fastened up against the end of the chief’s house, and a similar 
style of ornamentation seemed to be the prevailing fashion. 

ese skulls were the trophies of victorious clan fights and of 
raids made on the inhabitants of the western side of the moun- 
tain. Speaking of the natives or Chey-hoan the writer says 
they are in many respects a fine race, but encroachments of 
the Chinese cause them to feel that their fall is ulti- 
mately certain, and although they are truthful, chaste, and 
honest, yet murder is the most common of their sins. It 
is the writers belief that many of the Chey-hoan are alse 
cannibals, In returning from Posia the traveller came by a 
new way, in order to visit the Chin-hoan, or water savages, 
who live by the shores of a large fresh-water lake. This lake 
was found to be four or five miles long and about three broad, 
and the tribes near there subsist by fishing in its waters. The 
scenery near Posia is represented as being wild and magnificent. 


The last number of the cademy—which now appears, accord- 
ing to previous announcement, in a Sopiilaviacd’ form, a sub- 
stantial three-columued journal of some thirty pages—contains 
a reference to and contradiction of a curious story which has 
found its way from a Chinese journal into the English news- 

pers. The story relates to a remarkable, and to say the truth 
incredible, scene which was said to have taken place at the re- 
ception of the European ambassadors by the Emperor of China. 
Foremost among the twelve envoys, the account states, was the 
representative of Great Britain :— 

When he had read a few sentences of his credentials, he began to 

tremble from head to foot, and was incapable of completing the 
perusal. The Emperor asked, “Is the Prince of your country well?” 
but he could utter no reply. The Emperor again asked, “ You have 
besought permission to see me time and again. What is it you have to 
say tome?” But again he was unable to answer. The next proceed- 
ing was to hand in the credentials ; but in doing this he fell down on 
the ground time after time, and not a syllable could he articulate. 
Upon this Prince Khun laughed loud at him before the entire Court, 
exclaiming, ‘‘ Chicken-feather!’’ and gave orders to have him assis 
down the steps. He was unable to move of his own accord, and sat 
down on the fluor perspiring and panting for breath. 
The correspondent of the Academy observes, with some justices 
that “this statement is so absurd as to be hardly worthy of 
notice,” and feels justified from personal intimate knowledge of 
our envoy, Mr. Wade, “in emphatically contradicting the whole 
story.” Mr. Wade, who, he savs, was made Companion of the 
Bath for his services during the last war, is the last person to be 
likely to “tremble from head to foot” before the youthful Em- 
peror of China ; and if he were not, Prince Kung, or more cor- 
rectly Kung, is, we are assured, far too well-bred a man to have 
remarked, ‘“ Chicken-feather !” As to Mr. Wade being at a loss 
for words, “ his linguistic attainments are of the highest order, 
and there can be no doubt that he is a far abler Chinese scholar 
than the Emperor of China himself.” 


The January number of Art contains three illustrations of 
excellence. The first of these, “‘ The New Raphael,” is a represen- 
tation of the Graces, from a picture which was discovered a few 
years ago in a squalid shop in Drury-lane. The picture is un- 
doubtedly of the RaphaelSchool, and connoisseurs are inclined to 
attribute the work to the great master himself. In the “ Spanish 
Belles” we have a reproduction of a picture by M. Vuillefroy, 
while the work of the Belgian artist Verhayden is reproduced 
in a heliotype entitled “ The Flitting.” 


In Portugal, as well as elsewhere, the study of the Science of 
age and of Sanskrit begins to take root. The “ Biblio- 
graphia Critica,” published by F. Adolpho Coelho, which has 
reached its tenth fascrculus, contains some excellent articles on 
Comparative Philology ; aud in the first fascicu/us of his 
“Litteratura da India,” Candido de Figueiredo has just pub- 
lished a very successful translation of the “ Death of Yajnadatta,” 
an episode of the Ramayana. 

Under the title of “ Blackstone Economised,” Mr. David 
Mitchell Aird, of the Middle Temple, has given a most valuable 
compendium of the Laws of England, which as an elementary 
work is of essential service to law students. Messrs. Longmann 
Green and Co. are now publishing a second edition, and we shall 
refer to it again in our next issue. 
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TRADE REPORTS FROM JAPAN. 

THE commercial reports of Her MAJESTY’s Consuls in 
Japan for the year 1872-73 give the reverse of a flourishing 
account of the prospects of trade in that country. From 
all quarters the same complaint of overstocked import 
markets and of excessive purchases of native produce is to 
be heard. The establishment of telegraphic communica- 
tion with Europe and the opening of the Suez Canal, so 
far from affording relief to the markets, have materially 
added to the difficulties of the merchants. For no sooner 
does an article afford a margin of profit to the importer 
than the news is flashed along the wires to Manchester or 
elsewhere, and immediately shipments are made which 
flood the markets and turn the profit into a loss. The fact 
is that the population of Japan is comparatively small, and 
is far from being rich, and the consequence is that legiti- 
mate demand for foreign goods is very circumscribed. 
Small quantities of articles in request in any given district 
may for the moment fetch prices far in excess of the 
average market value, but the arrival of a few ship- 
loads of the same will affect the prices to an equal 
extent the other way. The people do not as yet feel the 
general want for foreign goods which in time they will 
acquire, nor are they rich enough to become good customers. 
No doubt one other cause of this disordered state of the 
market is to be found in the existence of the native 
guilds, which exercise a most depressing effect on the 
foreign trade. These companies are so largely sup- 
ported by Government, conduct their affairs with such 
secrecy, and are so well informed as to the condition 
of the markets in the interior that they are able to 
regulate to a nicety the supply at the ports of any given 
article, and they thus possess a complete control over the 
current prices. Virtually this system is an infringement of 
our treaty rights, since by thus creating a monopoly of 
foreign trade in its own hands the Government acts in 
of Lana to the article which declares that Japanese mer- 
chants shall be allowed to enter into trading relations with 
foreigners without any official interference. It should there- 
fore be made the subject of a diplomatic remonstrance. 
But something also might be done by the foreign mer- 
chants themselves. There is no sort of reason why they 
should not be as well informed as to the state of supply 
and demand in the interior of the country as are the mem- 
bers of the guilds themselves. The practice of leaving 
the management of the actual sales and purchases in 
the hands of the compradores may possibly, in the present 
state of affairs, be found to answer, but it cannot but be a 
great mistake to place themselves so unreservedly as they 
do in the hands of these go-betweens for all information on 
the subjects of the crops, and of the wants and capabilities 
of the inland districts. This remark applies to China as 
well as to Japan. If merchants would only insist on their 
clerks making themselves acquainted with the language in 
either country in which they may be trading, they might 
be sure of getting trustworthy information on matters of 
vast importance to themselves commercially, and for which 
they are at present dependent on the accounts furnished by 
their native employés. 
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DEATH OF M. GARNIER. 

M. GARNIER, whose death is referred to in another 
column, was a lieutenant de vaisseau in the French navy, 
and was one of the six members of that expedition which 
started from Saigon in 1866 to ascend the Mekong, and 
which emerged, via the Yangtsze-kiang, at Shanghai When 
Captain de LAGREE, the head of the party, died on the 
Chinese borders, GARNIER took the command. He revisited 
France in 1869, and was employed for the three following 
years in preparing the official report of the expedition, 
which appeared in Paris at the beginning of 1873. The 
department in that publication which it was M. GARNIER’S 
special province to superintend relates to the geographical 
researches of the expedition, and to the history, languages, 
and antiquities of Indo-China. He also kept a meteor- 
ological journal, which forms a valuable accessary to his 
narratives. M. GARNIER, on the conclusion of his lite 
undertaking, returned once more to Saigon, where, indeed, 
he seems to have held a Government appointment as 
“inspecteur des affaires Indigenes;” but before quit- 
ting France he promised to renew his investigations, and 
more particularly to attempt the solution of that most in- 
teresting and yet most puzzling of problems, the chan- 
nels through which the great rivers of South-Eastern 
Asia flow in the Himalayan ranges, or even Thibet. M. 
GARNIER had been decorated with medals by the Geo- 
graphical Societies both in this country and at Antwerp, 
and his untimely end is indeed much to be deplored. We 
shall soon obtain full particulars of the disaster ; mean- 
while we will say no more than this, that the recent treaty 
which the French imposed upon the Emperor of TONGQUIN, 
followed up as it was by the arrival soon after of a gunboat 
with explorers, or rather “exploiterers,” on board is quite 
sufficient to account for a revengeful native hostility which 
finds its melancholy exponent in an assassin’s cowardly 
cris. We must not, however, leave off without adding that 
an instance has before now occurred, where a popular and 
well-known botanist, curator of the Gardens at Saigon, 
having gone on a trip up-country, was cruelly murdered by 
the natives. The indignation of his fellow-countrymen was 
intense, and their grief profound. Fortunately, however, 
two days afterwards the victim turned up with an unbroken 
skin, and presented himself unexpectedly to an assembly 
of his friends who had met to deplore his fate, and concert 
means for avenging the oa We can only hope that 
the report of M. GARNIER’S death may be found also to 
rest on one of those on «its which form such wholesome 
mental stimulants for Frenchmen.

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CONSULAR REPORTS ON THE CHINA TRADE. 
The Consular Reports on the trade of Chinkiang, Shang- 
hai, Takow and Taiwan for 1872, which were not included 
in the Blue-book issued in September, have now been pub- 
lished, and we subjoin a summary :— 


CHINKIANG. 


The report gives the total value of the trade of the port in 
foreign vessels (excluding treasure) at £5,021,462, while the im- 
and exports of treasure amount to £596,081. The total 
value of the direct trade with Great Britain and British de- 
pendencies (excluding treasure) under any flag was £4,905, and 
the return of trade under British flag, with other Treaty ports, 
is put down at £1,205,646. The trade in imports has shown on 
the whole a continuance of that steady increase which the Trade 
Reports for the last three years have disclosed. The report 
says :— 
The general aspect of the circumstances of the port calls for con- 
ulation. As a consumer of foreign manufactures, Chinkiang still 
Ids the fourth rank among the Treaty ports. It now treads close on 
the heels of Shanghai in this respect, only falling short by £180,000. 
The highest consuming port only exceeds it by about £450,000 in 
value of foreign goods, that is, by about 12 per cent. The marks of 
in material comfort in the surrounding district are very con- 
spicuous. Farmhouses of substantial brick are replacing the mud- 
plastered reed-hovels at first erected by the cultivators on their return 
to their ancestral soil. The suburbs of Chinkiang are still spreading, 
especially in the direction of the British Concession. Land in favour- 
able situations brings £600 an acre, and even £800 has been refused 
in one instance. The improvement has every prospect of being pro- 
greesive. A slight lull has taken place in business, owing to the dis- 
covery of an abortive attempt to organise a rebellion, and to the 
consequent measures taken by the local authorities. The re- 
sponsibility of Chinese officers for the peace of their districts is suffi- 
cient to account for their nervous precautions after a fright of this 
kind. 
SHANGHAI. 
There has been a slight falling off in the total aggregate of 
foreign goods imported into Shanghai during this year as com- 
with the previous year, but the imports with Great Britain 
show an increase, and of the whole import trade of Shanghai 
this country contributes 93 per cent. A large increase in the 
value of exports is observable, the total for 1872 being Ts. 
66,934,353, against Tls. 58,756,874 in 1871. The export of tea 
from Shanghai shows an increase over that of the previous year 
of 37,202 piculs, of which Great Britain contributes 3,744 piculs, 
The increase in the number and tonnage of vessels is very 
marked, the figures showing an increase over 1872 of 463 vessels 
entered and cleared, representing a tonnage of 313,818 tons. 


The direct trade between this port and the United Kingdom 
has, on the whole, considerably increased. Although in num- 
bers, as compared with 1570, that year had the advantage by 
two ships inwards, the tonnage being nevertheless ter by 
40,000 tons ; the number outwards has increased by three ships 
with a tonnage of 17,000 over that of 1870. Mr. Medhurst re- 
marks :— 

The statistical statements of the trade of Shanghai for the year 1872 
taken by themselves are suggestive of progress and prosperity. A 
marked increase over the values of preceding years is observable in 
every branch of business, Of the two principal products which China 
sends abroad, tea has been exported to Great Britain in larger quantities 
than has ever been known, and the shipments of silk have exceeded 
those of any year since the rebellion ; while in the two years, 1871 and 
1872, unprecedentedly large quantities of English manufactured goods 
have been brought into the country. The elements of a thriving trade 
seem to be present in full measure. There is, however, unfortunately, 
another side to the picture which is not shown inthe Tables. The 
extent of business has been in excess of the requirements of consump- 
tion ; goods which figure in the statistical Returns remain unsold in 
undue proportion at the close of the year; consequently markets are 
depressed both in the cast and the west, and cumulative loeses stare 
merchants in the face. Without any political or financial crisis to 
derange the course of markets, with money plentiful, with an increas- 
ing consumption of goods and produce, and a well ascertained power of 

roduction, we, nevertheless, witness heavier aggregate losses to the 
British merchant than usually falls to his lot, and this is traceable to 
the one source—over-trading. Although the amount of foreign goods 
imported into Shanghai is on the increase, the re-exportation of such 
goods to other ports grows at a more than corresponding rate, so that 
the amount actually left in Shanghai, or what may be called the local 
consumption, has this year diminished considerably. 

In the case of silk, both the power of production and the capacity of 
consumption are more open to speculation, China being only one of 
several silk-growing countries, and the demand for the article depending 
somewhat on the caprice of Western fashions. Still, even within the 
limits of what was known in regard to silk, the same unsoundness 
seems to have characterised the operations in the article as has been 
remarked in connection with piece goods and tea. The silk season was 
commenced with the probability, amounting almost to certainty, that 
the year’s supply from Shanghai would exceed 55,000 bales, against 
49,000 bales the previous season ; and there was no manner of doubt 
about the production of Canton sorts for the European markets showing 
a large increase over that of any previous year.

There is a steady rise exhibited in the imports for the year, 
the trade in cotton goods having decreased, while that of opium 
has advanced. In the exports there is a marked increase in the 
tea and coal accounts, which, it is believed, will continue. The 
import of opium forms more than four-fifths of the entire import 
trade, though the Aborigines, who occupy the greater part of the 
island to the exclusion of the Chinese, have not so far acquired a 
taste for the drug. 

The total value of the imports for the year is set down by Mr. 
Baber at £274,641, exclusive of treasure, which was imported to 
the value of £73,928. The foreign imports he values at 
£262,482, and the native imports at £12,159. The exports in 
foreign vessels amounted in value to £294,738, and the export. 
of treasure to £8,160. The staple exports, viz., camphor, coal, 
tea, and timber, all showed a considerable increase upon previous 
years. 


CUSTOMS REPORTS ON THE TRADE OF CHINA. 

We have received the Customs Gazette for the quarter end- 
ing September, 1873, and from the statistics given by the 
Commissioners at the various ports we gather the follow-

TIENTSIN. 

There is no change worth recording in the tonnage statistics, 
nor do the import or export figures present any marked alte- 
ration. The revenue shows an increase, however, the amount 
for this quarter being Tls. 112,785, against Tls. 91,821 for the 
same quarter in 1872. 

NEWCHWANG. 

There is a slight falling off in the tonnage of vessels entered 
and cleared as com with the fi in 1872. In imports 
there is an increase in Grey Shirtings, English Drills, and Opium, 
while there is a decrease in Sugar. The exports of Pearl Barley 
are below that of last year. The revenue is less than that of the

THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE. 
(FROM A SHANGHAI CORRESPONDENT.) 

The atrocities connected with this trade as carried on between 
Macao and Peru with the consent, if not the connivance, of the 
Portuguese Government, have lately attracted much attention 
in England. The Macao coolie trade is a disgrace to the age we 
live in, and its horrors, as revealed by the cases of the Nouvelle 
Penelope, the Maria Luz, and a dozen others not so well known 
at home as these two, are something awful. The accounts, too, 
of the condition of the coolie in Cuba, the Central American 
Republics, and especially in Peru, are little less so, and I am 

lad to inform your readers authoritatively that the Chinese 
Goveramant have been so moved by the reports they have re- 
ceived of the treatment of their subjects in these localities that 
they have voluntarily moved the Emperor to allow a special 
Commission to be sent thither to find out the exact truth. The 
Emperor has given his consent, and the members of the Commis- 
sion have been already fixed on. The chief will be a member 
of the Tsungli Yamen, called Chén Lan-pin, and with him will 
be associated two members of the Imperial Maritime Customs 
Service, Messrs. MacPherson and Huber, and several Chinese 
attachés. They are to proceed to Cuba in the first place, and as 
they have no experience of either the country or its people, the 
Chinese Government hope that Western nations in treaty re- 
lations with China will instruct their representatives in these 
countries to do everything they can to further the objects of the 
mission. The good people in England must not, however, show 
them other honour than is due to their rank, for all the fuss that 
is made in European countries over a fifth rate mandarin only 
tends to confirm the really able and high class mandarins here 
in their ideas of the superiority of China. 

(LATER ACCOUNTS OF THE COMMISSION.) 

The official selected to be the head of the Chinese mission 
turns out to be one of the chief clerks on the Board of Punish- 
ments. Why the staff of this board should have been drawn 
upon for an envoy does not appear, nmr on the very Chinese 
supposition that a large experience in administering ingenious 
forms of torture in the vilest gaol in the world tends to evelop 
the philanthropic side of human nature, and to increase one’s 
power of detecting the evidences of cruelty and the marks of 
cruel treatment in others. It was not to be expected that the 
Chinese Government would have selected an officer of any rank 
for a post like this, the duties of which necessitate an abandon- 
ment of the society and civilisation of the flowery land, and a 
sojourn of some duration amore the outer barbarians, not to 
speak of those perils by land and water which the Chinese man- 

arin, more than any other class of living men, abhors ; but they 
need not have gone so far down the official ladder as they have 
done in choosing the chief of a special mission. On referring to 
the Civil Service List for this quarter I see that the officer in 
question, Chén Lan-pin, is put down as a chief clerk of the fifth 
grade, and as there are only eight grades of mandarins in all, it 
will be seen that he is a very small man indeed. To make him 
a little more palatable to our Spanish friends, and to make him 
of equal rank with the resident Consuls of other countries in 
Cuba, the Emperor has bestowed on hima brevet rank of the 
fourth grade, a transparent blue button and a peacock’s feather 
to wear in his hat. ith these simple, but tasteful decorations, 
the Cubans are sure to be delighted, and it is some comfort to 
think that this time at least a Chinese mission starts in an 
honest way for a good purpose. They will be neither wolves in 
sheep’s clothing, nor petty Chinese officers masquerading as am- 
bassadors, so every one here wishes the mission success. 

Peru has been trying to anticipate this invasion by sending 
her Ambassador Extraordinary in Japan, Garcia y Garcia, on to 
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China to arrange a Treaty similar to those existing between 
China and European countries. In the meantime Peruvians are 
not encouraged in China, for a gentleman from that county sup- 
d to be connected with the embassy, who was on his way to 
Peking from Tientsin, with a passport issued to him by the 
French Consul, was stopped en route, told that his honourable 
countrymen had no right to travel in China, and rather un- 
ceremoniously taken back to Tieutsin. The Shanghai news- 
papers had of course high toned paragraphs on the discourtesy 
shown by the Chinese to a Peruvian official, with a moral ap- 
nded, which was not ny, lost on the Chinese Government, 
ut actually on the official himself, for he wrote some days after 
in a very indignant strain to the leading paper here, complaining 
that he had been stigmatised as a Peruvian official, whereas he 
was really a Peruvian gentleman, and threatening the editor in 
very bad English with unpleasant consequences for minding 
other people’s business instead of his own. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

A few days ago a brief telegram announced that the Portuguese Go- 
vernment had at length yielded tuo the urgency of all civilised opinion, 
and to the repeated remonatrances of our Government in particular, by 
consenting to the suppression of the coolie traffic that has heretofore 
made Macao its great mart and entrepét. Few people will understand 
immediately how great a gain to the cause of humanity this resolution 
of the authorities at Lisbon represents, or with how much pains and 
difficulty it has been won. It is necessary, however, to draw attention 
to the facts in order that the voice of English opinion, and, if neces- 
sary, the intervention of our Government, may sustain Portugal in the 
novel and humane policy on which she has sumewhat tardily entered. 
Such support may be needed ; fur the abolition of a disguised slave 
trade like the cvolie traffic between Macao and the South American 
coast involves loss of profit to many individuals who have lived and 
thrived on the infamous trade. We hear already from Hong Kong that 
“the measure causes great excitement, as it will have the effect of de- 
priving a large number of Portuguese and Chinese of employment.” I€ 
is probable that the interests affected by the suppression of the traffic 
will do their best to procure a repeal of the recently issued decree ; 
and, as we know that the concession was made reluctantly and after 
prolonged negotiations by the Portuguese Government, it would not be 
safe to calculate on its maintenance if the matter be permitted to sink 
into obscurity. The credit of this country is directly as well as in- 
directly concerned in the abvlition of the Macao coolie trade, for all the 
efforts of the English officials at Hong Kong had not up to a very 
recent date been successful in preventing vessels being fitted out at 
that port which were notoriously intended for employment in the 
“labour traffic’ between Macao and the ports of South America. The 
Foreign-office has been sufficiently urgent with the Portuguese Govern- 
ment for the mitigation of the worst evils of the trade. But we must 
own we scarcely dared to hope for its entire abolition. It is an in- 
creasing lucrative business, and the 800 brokers of Macao will not be 
content to see it extinguished. Yet the Portuguese Government must 
be firm in resisting interested clamour. No regulations will make the 
Macao coolie traffic anything better than a very cruel and hypocritical 
form of slave trade. It will always be fed so long as it is allowed to exist 
by kidnapping ; its vessels will be crammed with hundreds of wretched 
Chinese battened down under hatches, desperate in their impotent 
rage, which sometimes they find a chance of satiating by setting a ship 
on fire, and burning themselves and their masters together. Nor is 
such a fate much more miserable, or even less miserable, than that to 
which they are doomed if they reach their destination in Peru or Cuba. 
The life of a labourer in the guano fields of the Chincha Islands is a 
living death from which it is no wonder that hundreds of Chinese seek 
an escape every year by suicide. The supply of labour for this busi- 
ness will be checked by the stoppage of the coolie shipments from 
Macao, but the Peruvian Government have only themselves to blame. 
They might have continued to obtain labourers as abundantly as they 
pleased if they had not provoked protest against the aborninable cruel- 
ties they allowed to be perpetrated on the immigrant workmen. 


THE ANNAMESE TRIBUTE BEARERS. 
FROM A SHANGHAI CORRESPONDENT.) 

Another embassy of a different nature is now appearing on 
the horizon in the shape of the Annamese tribute bearers, who 
are reported as having crossed the frontier and passed through 
the province of Kuang-si on their way to Peking. They appear 
to 2 more than usually ragamuftin, and the Governor of 
Kuang-si, evidently a witty man, tells the story of their re- 
ception by him to his august master the Emperor in a quaint 
amusing way. I cannot do better than translate his own 
from the Peking Gazette -— 

Your servant, Liu, Governor of Kuang-si, on his knees addreases the 
Throne. Looking upward he implores the sacred glance on a memorial 
reverently prepared, reporting the arrival in his province of the Annam- 
ese Envoys, and their departure from it for Peking after a few daya’ 
sojourn. The Prince of Annam having depyted certain envoys to carry 
this year’s tribute to Peking, your servant, in obedience tou your Ma- 
jesty’s instructions, sent civil and military officers tou conduct them 
across the frontier and through the province of Kuang-si to my city 
Kuei-lin-foo. They reported the mission to consist of three envoys, 
eight secretaries, and nine attendants, twenty persons in all, and 
brought them on to Kuei-lin-foo in safety. Your servant ordered them 
to rest a few days, feasted them, as Chinese law directs, and supplied 
them with any quautity of provisions during their stay. The mission 
did not bring a very large stock of clothing with them; in fact, they 
had not a change for the whole of this long journey to Peking and 
back ; so, according to the old custom on such occasions, your servant 
got up a subscription list on their behalf, and having made a collection 
of Court robes, silk and pongee garments, single, lined, wadded, and 
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furred clothes, I gave them a taste of Imperial benevolence by making 
@ present, on the day of the banquet, in their honour, of a bundle (of 
old clothes) to each member of the mission. 


Your servant has now ordered them to be off for Peking with their 
tribute, and they have started by water, accompanied by the escort I 
sent to protect them. I have requested all the high authorities of the 
various provinces through which they will pass to see that they are 
conducted in safety, so that they may get to Peking by October, and 
the cherished desires of your Majesty be carried out. Your servant, 
as in duty bound, reverently presents this memorial, and on it he 
implores the Sacred Glance. Rescript appended in the vermilion 
pencil :—“ We are informed.” ; 


The expression used for “envoys” in the above memorial is 
identical with that which was applied to the foreign ministers 
in the audience edict, so there is little doubt that there, as here, 
it was meant to convey the idea of “tribute bearers,” and that 
the objections made to it at the time by our local sinologues 
were well founded. Be that as it may, nothing wilder in the way 
of extravagant fun has ever been placed on the boards of a 
London theatre than this scene of twenty ragged pene 
tiaries, a benevolent Governor, and a subscription list headed by 
all the leading old clothes men in the provincial capital of Kuei 
Linfoo. The Governor must at one time or other of his life 
have heard about Aunt Trotwood’s reception of David Copper- 
field, and Uncle Dick’s as irae solution of the problem com- 
prised in the words, “ Wash him,” for it is precisely what he did 
with the Annamese envoys. 





THE ATCHIN WAR. 
(THE STANDARD. ) 


The Dutch find that in their Sumatran war they have a serious affair 
upon their hands. Although their successes have already been con- 
siderable, and the enemy loses ground at each advance of the invader, 
they are compelled to employ, perhaps, the largest force in men and 
tmhaterials that ever was brought into the field in one of these insular 
expeditions. After passing up the river of Atchin, and accomplishing 
two or three desultory enterprises by the way, they found it necessary 
to disembark a park of artillery before occupying an offensive position 
opposite the Kraton, a citadel of the capital city. In actual fighting 
their losses do not appear to have been serious, but the deaths from 
cholera had been numerous, and although a telegram we publish this 
morning says that the city is expected to fall shortly, and that the 
health of the troops is improving, it may be assumed that they have 
still a heavy task before them. Their fleet of twenty vessels has not 
reconnoitred along the coast without being fired at from a number of 
small fortresses, and in Holland it is said that these ships, if engaged 
= = close bombardment with heavy batteries, could not stand the 
8 : 


It will be remembered that a few weeks ago the Minister of Marine 
at the Hague resigned, and that there ensued a great scandal with re- 
ference to the condition of the national navy ; the wooden ships it 
was declared were utterly rotten, and the iron ones eaten through with 
rust ; and Dutch journals went so far as to affirm that they were only fit 
for the protection of rivers. Nevertheless the East India squadron has 
generally been regarded as superior to that which is kept at home. The 
fleet in the Indian waters, however, is said to have carried from 
Batavia an army of twelve thousand men, upwards of a fourth of 
whom are Europeans, possessing that kind of stolid courage for which 
the Dutch are famous. This force has been directed upon the Kraton, 
but not through the ordinary route, though the change in the plan of 
landing necessitates a difficult passage across a large and little known 
river, of which the banks are excessively steep, the fords only familiar 
to natives, who may prove treacherous, as they have often done before, 
and on the other side, possibly, a horde of from. fifty to seventy 
thousand men belonging to the most military race in the Archipelago, 
and by no means contemptibly armed. Their resistance, however, 
might be expected to be more effective did they rely less upon the im- 
ported weapons of Europe, in the handling of which they are not 
adepts, because the annals of former struggles in Sumatra have shown 
that the fighting has been infinitely more fierce when it has been hand 
to hand, the Dutch cannon having frequently been assailed and carried 
of through a rush of men armed with those frightful implements 
which, in modern times, are only known in Asiatic warfare. It may be 
assumed, should the Dutch either ford or bridge the river, and compel 
the enemy to retire within his walls, there would be a desperate re- 
sistance still. For this citadel, admirably situated and girdled by a 
triple rampart, besides outworks with immensely deep fosses, such as 
are represented by the illustrations—better than all modern maps—in 
Churchill’s ‘“‘ Voyages,’ may be expected, in the hands of so warlike a 
garrison, to impose upon its assailants a very difficult task. This, sup- 
posing that the war is not concluded upon some conciliatory terms, 
will not be the first time that the Dutch have bled by hundreds be- 
neath the walls of the Kraton ; and although their breech-loaders and 
bayonets will, of course, prevail in the long run, the Atchinese, if they 
are so disposed, have a vast interior to fall back upon, and in truth 
may, as Napoleon said, walk the invaders off their feet. The principal 
ehance in favour of the Dutch is that the cupidity and jealousy of the 
surrounding tribes, acted upon by menaces, promises and bribes, may 
hem in the Sultan's army, in which case it will be forced to take up a 
stand somewhere, and tbere be overcume as certainly as Europe is 
superior to Asia in the art and the weapons of war. In this manner 
was the great empire of Mataram, with its superb capital of Mogapahit, 
in Java, once called the Cyrene of the East, enveloped and destroyed ; 
and here we have the secret of Dutch triumphs among the islands. 
They have followed the old law of dividing and conquering. 
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COURT OF CHANCERY. 
IN RE THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN. 

' This was in effect an adjourned summons. It will be remembered 
that in the winding up of this company the full Court of Appeal, con: 
sisting of the Lord Chancellor and Lords Justices, decided that a Mr, 
Campbell anda Mr. Hippisley were contributories of the company— 
—thereby reversing the decision of the late Vice-Chancellor Wickens ; 
and thata Mr. Allison was not a contributory—thereby affirming de- 
cisions of the Lord Justice James, sitting as Vice-Chancellor during the 
illness of Vice-Chancellor Wickens, and the Court of Exchequer Cham- 
ber. The Chief Clerk, following the decision of the full Court in the 
cases of Campbell and Hippisley, had placed Mr. Bulmer on the list of 
contributories, and against that proceeding he desired to appeal to the 
House of Lords. As he could not appeal for that purpose from the 
certificate of the Chief Clerk, he now applied formally to this Court 
for an order upon the certificate, with the view of appealing therefrom 
to the House of Lords, or, as it was stated at the Bar, to such other 
tribunal as might, when the appeal should come on to be heard, be 
substituted for their Lordships’ House. .

LATHAM V. THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, CHINA, AND AUSTRALIA, 

The plaintiffs in this suit were the partners in the firm of Messrs. 
Finlay, Scott, and Co., of Banbury. They sued for payment of a sum 
of about £470, balance out of £1,700 of money paid on a policy, after 
deducting the amount due on certain bills of exchange held by the 
Chartered Bank of India, China, and Australia. In April, 1870, the 
bank bought certain bills of one Jaitha Vullabjee, of Bombay, drawn 
by him on Messrs. Coupland Brothers, of Liverpool, and at the same 
time a bill of lading of 100 bales of cotton, per ship Aurora, shipped 
by Jaitha Vullabjee, and a policy of insurance on the cotton was handed 
to the bank, accompanied by an agreement of hypothecation, which 
contained a clause to the effect that in case of default being made in 
acceptance or presentment, or in payment at maturity of any of the 
above bills the manager or agent of the bank was authorise | to sell the 
goods and apply the proceeds in payment of such bills. both Messrs. 
Coupland and Jaitha Vullabjee failed. The ship Aurora was burnt 
soon after leaving Bombay, and the British and Foreign Marine In- 
surance Company, with whom thé policy in the hands of the bank had 
been effected, paid them £1,700, the amount insured on the cotton per 
Aurora. After satisfying these claims in respect of the bills above 
mentioned, there remained in the hands of the bank a balance of about 
£470. It was in respect of the balance that the present suit was 
brought. The bank bought other bills drawn by Jaitha Vullabjee on 
Messrs. Haigh, Wilson and Co., which were drawn against cotton sent 
by the ships Western Belle and Canute, and consigned to Messrs. Haigh, 
Wilson and Co. Messrs. Haigh, Wilson and Co. also became insolvent, 
and on selling the cotton consigned to this latter firm the bank did not 
realise sufficient to cover what was due to them on the bills accepted 
by Messrs Haigh, Wilson and Co. There are two principal points in 
the case—one, whether on the construction of the agreement between 
Jaitha Vullabjee and the bank they had any right to apply the policy 
moneys to any claim beyond that in respect of the bills drawn on 
Messrs. Coupland. The other whether they had given time to Messrs. 
Haigh, Wilson and Co. for value, and thus released the drawer, Jaitha 
Vullabjee, from all liability on the bill accepted by Messrs. Haigh, Wil- 
son and Co. 

Vice-Chancellor Bacon said the dispute arose out of une of the most 
ordinary mercantile transactions, and it surprised him that it had oc- 
cupied so much time in argument. The case was clear in itself. Upon 
the construction of the sv-called hypothecation of the defendants, they 
had no right to apply the proceeds of the policy to anything but the 
payment of what was due on the bills of exchange drawn on Messrs. 
Coupland, and on this point alone the plaintiffs were entitled to a 
decree. But the matter did not stop there. The bank had given time 
to the acceptors of the other bills. By so doing they had prejudiced the 
drawer, who had a right to know whether the bills were paid. If by 
some arrangement between the bank and Messrs. Haigh, Wilson, and 
Co. they chose not to protest the non-payment of the bills, it was a 
matter between them, and for their convenience only ; and this would 
not be allowed to prejudice the drawer. It wasarule, and a very 
salutary rule, of the law merchant that such an act released the drawer. 
It had been argued that the remedy on the bills alone would be taken 
away and any collateral remedy would subsist; but Juaitha Vullabjee 
was liable to the bank merely on the bills as drawers. He therefore 
made a decree in favour of the plaintiff and gave them interest at £4 
per cent.

The market has been very firm during the week, with a good amount 
of business, the Trade showing some disposition to get into Stock, but 
Exporters are doing very little. Prices show no material alteration in 
the week, but the tendency is to harden in fair to good medium black-leaf 
Congous from ls. ld. to 1s. 6d. per lb. Red-leaf kinds were readily 
saleable early in the week, but the demand has since become more 
quiet. Public sales have been very small, amounting only to 2,000 
packages, 1,775 packages of which were sold without reserve. The 
ee for the week amount to 3,589,905 lbs., against 3,297,026 lbs.

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds: There has been rather more done in sift- 
ings, of old import, from 5d. to 53d. per 1b., new also selling steadily. 
Broken-leaf kinds have only been in moderate request. Fair to good 
common has been saleable from 1s. to 1s 04d. per lb. ; fair kinds from 
Is. 1d. to 1s. 3d. have sold steadily at fully previous rates ; good from 
1s. 4d. to 1s. 6d. have also been saleable. There has been rather more 
enquiry for fine kinds, but as yet without leading to much business. 
Pak Lin kinds remain very firm. Black-leaf kinds: The low to com- 
mon kinds have been rather more in request. Good common has sold 
at previous prices. Fair to good medium from 1s. 14d. to 1s. 6d. have 
sold readily, prices ruling rather higher ; fine have sold to a small ex- 
teat at previous prices, finest being exceptionally firm. New-make Can- 
ton kinds : Some large sales have been made of common at 10fd. per 
lb., other kinds being only in limited demand. Oolongs maintain the 
improved prices last quoted. Souchongs have been dull of sale at about 
former rates, except a few finest, which have realised full prices. In 
flowery Pekoes and uncoloured Japans there has been nothing of interest 
to report. Scented Teas : Canton Capers have been rather more wanted, 
the low prices ruling calling attention to them; the olive-coloured 
kinds sell freely at extreme prices. Fvuochow kinds have sold at full 
rates. Canton Orange Pekoes show no improvement. Foochow kinds 
have been difficult of sale; common at Is. 14d. to 1s. 2d., fair 1s. 3d. 
to 1s. 4d., good 13. 5d. to 1s. 7d., per lb. Green Teas: The improved 
feeling has continued, and prices for the finer grades have been well 
maintained, especially for Moyune kinds. Ping Sueys of common to 
medium kinds show no alteration. An invoice of Java green, about 
860 packages, was mostly bought in, the few sold however realised full 
prices. 

Messrs, J. C. Sillar and Co.'s annual review of the market says :— 
The year 1873 has again proved an unsatisfactory one to importers of 
Tea ; at one time the prospects appeared brighter than we ever remem- 
ber to have witnessed, and when the first cargo of New Season’s Tea 
arrived during the first fortnight of July there was little more than 
the equivalent of three months’ deliveries of Congou and Souchong Tea 
in the whole bonded warehouses in the kingdom. In former years 
such a state of matters would have led to great excitement, and 
the New Season’s crop would have been eagerly sought for and 
rapidly sold upon arrival at extreme prices. The opening of 
the Suez Canal, and the completion of the electric wire to 
China, however, have brought about such a revolution, that three 
months’ stock is now regarded as ample for our wants, and the first 
arrivals of the new season's crop were received with comparative 
indifference by the trade, who only bought from hand to mouth. ‘The 
accounts from China showed great recklessness on the part of buyers, 
which led to disastrous losses throughout the remainder of the year. 
The terms of sale—three months’ prompt, with interest to the buyer, 
are still adhered to by the largest brokers, and so long as this injustice 
is allowed, losses to impurters must continue to be the rule. The total 
imports last year show a decrease of 24,000,000 lbs. from those of 
1&§72 ; being, according to the Board of Trade Returns, 162,344,000 
lbs., against 185,939,000 lbs. in 1872. The deliveries, accordi 
to the same returns, are nearly the same, being 165,259,000 
Ibs., against 166,289,000 Ibs., and the quantity exported showing 
a decrease of 5,000,000 lbs., while the home consumption, on 
the other hand, has increased about 4,000,000 lbs. The quan- 
tity of New Season's Tea received by steamers through the Suez Canal 
up to the 3lst December was 70,000,000 lbs., against 60,000,000 
lbs. last year ; 48,000,000 lbs. in 1871, and 22,000,000 lbs. in 1870. 
From Foochow the quantity last year was 26,000,000 lbs., against 
20,000,000 Ibs. in 1872 ; and from Shanghai and Canton 44,000,000 lbe., 
against 40,000,000 lbs. The following table shows the shipments from 
China and Japan to Great Britain for the last seven seasons, also the Im- 
ports of Indian Teas and total quantity delivered for home consump- 
tion and export, and the United Kingdom stock on the 3lst December, 
for the last seven years. : :
